We live in old Malha. We notice 
that whenever there’s an event at 
the stadium, cars are parked on 
both sides of Golumb Boulevard 
and on both sides of its median 
strip, reducing this six-lane road to 
one lane In each direction. When 
the event is over, the traffic be- 
comes Impossible. We can’t imag-

The valley 
acts as one big amphitheater so we 
hear everything. When there’s 
soccer at Teddy Stadium, we hear 
the crowds. Unfortunately, it’s 
oriented so that we can’t sec the 
games and the sound system isn’t 
good enough for us to understand 
what the announcer is saying. 
Also, we hear all the construction 
noises - every shrill beep when a 
truck backs up, every pound of 
heavy equipment half a mile away. 
Rock ’n’ roll is okay, although we 
prefer Haydn. But, what makes 
Mr. Tal-Gan think we- won't hear 
the rock ’n 1 roll concerts? He just 
hasn't experienced what we deal 
with here in Malha - but we invite 
him to visit urf and see/hear for 
himself.

City Hall Needs $10 million 

The treasury needs $10 million 
in order to complete work on the 
new City Hall. Jerusalem Devel- 
opment Corporation Director Uzi 
Wexler explained the shortage by 
citing the municipality's recent re- 
quest to add more office space to 
accommodate additional employ- 
ees. City employees have grown 
by over 18 percent, with 120 new 
workers added with the Olmert 
administration. Deputy Mayor 
Shmuel Meir (National Religious 
Parly) has suggested selling city 
property in order to raise the re- 
quired capital, and in the mean- 
time, the city will borrow the re- 
quired funds, 

Students Admit Drug Use 

Fifty Jerusalem high school stu- 
dents have confessed to drug usape 
to a special police anti-drug unit. 
The undercover police unit started 
operating a month and a half ago. 
to deal with drug problems in local 
high schools. The drugs used by 
the teenagers range from hashish 
to L.S.D. and other hallucino- 
gens. The police decided not to 
arrest or open files against the al- 
leged offenders but to use the in- 
formation they provided during 
the investigation to catch the 
dealers. 

Student Tuition Revolt 

The Hebrew University Student 
Union has begun circulating fliers, 
which call on its members not to pay 
tuition for damages caused by the 
lengthy lecturers’ strike. The union 
is advising students not to make the 
fifth and sixth payments to the uni- 
versity as a means of pressuring the 


administration to agree to NIS 
2,500 in compensation for missed 
class days. The union is also press- 
ing ahead with a suit in the district 
court for NIS 50 million in damages, 
but has informed students that the 
case could drag out for at least two 
years. 

Soaking Tax Evaders 

The city will launch a major 
campaign this summer to collect 
arnona debts owed to the treasury. 
Starting in June, about 10,000 civil 
lawsuits will be brought against in- 
dividuals, businesses and institu- 
tions. The treasury has already 
signed contracts will two law firms 
hired to carry out the suits, in ad- 
dition to the two firms already in 
their employ for this purpose. By 
the end of this month, about 6,000 
notices will be sent out informing 
offenders that their water is being 
turned off. Three special teams of 
water inspectors have been hired 
to turn off the water of up to 1000 
debtors per month if needed. 
Phone teams will also be employed 
to give final warnings to offenders 
that they are about to be served or 
have their water turned off. The 
treasury estimates about NIS 200 
million are owed in back city taxes 
and water fees. 

Belt Hakerem Residents 
Fight Road No. 4 

Despite previous losses in the 
courts, the Beit Hakerem Quality 
of Life Association intends to 
press ahead with their third injunc- 
tion against building Rond No. 4 
through their neighborhood. The 
district planning committee last 
week approved the road plan. The 
association says it received a

Emergency Electrlcty 

The Electric Company intends 
to construct a new power station in 
Atarot which would serve (he city 
during emergencies. The station 
would include two natural gas 
powered turbo engines capable of 
providing 33 megawatts of power. 
The new station is intended to op- 
erate at a maximum of 200 hours 
per year. The station will cost the 
Electric Company about $60 mil- 
lion and is expected to be in use 
within one year. 

Bnel Aktva on Jerusalem Day 

Mayor Olmert and Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi Yisrael Lau were 
among the dignitaries attending 
the Bnei Akiva reunion on Jerusa- 
lem Day. More than 1,500 Bnei 
Akiva graduates from North 
America nltendcd the event held 
in the Nof Ycrushnlnyim Hall. 

Mission With a Difference 

Canadian Friends of Hebrew 
University have embarked on a 
novel fund-raising project called 
“Mission With a Difference.' 1 The 
240-mile "charily bike ridd through 
history," was organized by Toronto 
dentist Dr. Victor Moncaiz. 

About 40 bikers, ranging in age 
from 28-65, participated in the 10- 
day journey wiiich ended on Jeru- 
salem Day. The group began its 
journey at Kibbutz Hagoshrim on 
the northern border. They trav- 
eled via the Hula Valley, along the 
Jordan River, Kibbutz Em Gev, 


Beit Shc’an, via Jericho and up to 
Jerusalem. They continued to- 
wards Neveh Ilan , La t run, Canada 
Park, Neot Kedumim and the 
Afek nature reserve. 

On Jerusalem Day, they rode 
around the capital and concluded 
their journey at Hebrew Universi- 
ty, Mount Scopus. Monies raised 


on the trip were donated to He- 
brew University’s Dental School.

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Dear Editor, 

T he March 25, IW4 column en- 
titled "The Village Idiot” by 
Levy Cohen, a Jerusalem Post staff 
writer, is a compendium of deliber- 
ate and malicious lies. Cohen 
claims J purport to be Jewish in 
order to gain access to Jewish sub- 
feels, when Pm actually the product 
of a mixed marriage - my father 
being Jewish and my mother being 
a gen tUe. That is a patent false- 
hood. Both of my parents, as well 
as my grandparents on both sides , 
are Jewish. To suggest that / falsely 
portrayed my origins as non -Jew- 
ish is totally untrue, malicious, and 
defamatory. 

Cohen claims that l wasn’t really 
beaten by Kahane Chat thugs in 
Tapuach and that l may have 
staged the attack for publicity. 
Again, that is a total falsehood, 
Cohen, who mu paid by the New 
Yorker Magazine to drive me to 
Tapuach, arranged the meetings 
with the Kahane Chai followers. 
Cohen witnessed the assault on me 
and then drove me to the police 
station In Ariel, where ire both 
gave sworn statements to the police 
about the vicious nature of the 
attack. 

I never tried to sell my Kahane 
archives to any member of Kuhtutc's 
family or to any Kahane-affitiated 
organization, and to say that I did so 
is falsa and defamatory. 

The rest of Cohen's column Is 
filled with half-truths, distortions 
and errors. The column is a classic 
example of disinformation. I ex- 
pect a full and complete public re- 
traction and a public apology on 
the same page, and given the same 
prominence, its the false and de- 
famatory column . If I do not re- 
ceive a full retraction and a public 
apology within 14 days of receipt of 
this letter, I will be forced to con- 
sider all legal remedies.

many Arab friends that he fellow- 
travels with. But if Robbie claims 
to be a true Jew today, then that's 
enough for me, and he doesn't 
have to bring his grandparents in 
for proof. 

As far as Friedman’s version of 



Among the "compendium of 
deliberate and malicious lies" that 
offend Friedman so much is the 
claim that he is the product of a 
mixed marriage, with only his fa- 
ther being Jewish, and that he rep- 
resents himself as being Jewish in 
order to gain access to Jewish sub- 
jects. Friedman claims in a recent 
Jewish Week article: “There are 
Jewish extremists, akin to Nazis, 
who want to purify the Jewish race 
and exclude people -tike: myself--' 
and others from the dovish camp - 
by SBying that they aren’t Jewish.” 

My source for Friedman's gene- 
alogy, is none other than Fried- 
man himself. While Friedman was 
here on a previous visit, working 
on his book, I asked him how a 
Jew could write such virulent anti- 
Israel copy, and weren't his folks 
ashamed of him? He told me then 
that only his father was Jewish, so 
most Jews don't accept him as a 
.halachic Jew anyway. Maybe he 
was telling the truth then, maybe 
he is now. Maybe he has one. an- 
swer for Jews; and another for his 


his “beating" at the hands of “five 
burly settlers wearing sidearms,” 
the actual violence that Friedman 
experienced was minimal. Not that 
I want to demean my own heroics in 
separating the combatants, but if 
these guys were actually interested 
in hurting Friedman, he wouldn't 
have gotten to the police station 
until after he was released from the 
hospital. Friedman walked away 
horn the scuffle without a scratch 
arid in a short time was laughing 
over the incident in a Jerusalem 
restaurant, where we went for 
lunch. The Kahane- Chai thugs were 
interested iri publicity,; not blood. 

The “news" of the - attack was 
broadcast on Kol Yisrael less than 
40 minutes after the event, before 
we even spoke to the police. Fried- 
man then realized that he bad a 
goiden opportunity for some self- 
serving promotion, He rushed out 
to give interviews to AP, the He- 
brew press . and anyone else 
ready to listen to his self-portrayal 
as the courageous investitive re- 
porter; willing to brave blows in his 


search tor a story. I was dubious 
enough at the time of the incident 
that 1 refused to make any state- 
ment to the police in Ariel. 

As far as Friedman's efforts to 
peddle his collection of Kahane's 
personal papers, I am not the only 
journalist at The Jerusalem Post 
who has been been approached by 
Friedman and asked to act as mid- 
dleman to arrange the sale. Any- 
one still interested in purchasing 
the papers can just contact Fried- 
man directly, and save us the 
trouble. 

Friedman complains about a 
“classic example of disinforma- 
tion.” This, from a man whose 
story carried the banner headline: 
“ISRAEL ON THE BRINK OF 
A CIVIL WAR". In my travels 
with Friedman around the territo- 
ries, we spoke to many people who 
were worried about the future of 
their homes and families following 
an IDF pullback. With the excep- 
tion of a few extremists from 
Kach, most of whom are currently 
locked up under administrative 
detention, the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people we spoke to 
disagreed with the government but 
acknowledged that there was no 
alternative to respecting its deci- 
sions. Nowhere in Friedman's 
lengthy article is any settler direct- 
ly quoted saying that they will take 
up arms against fellow Jews in the 
event of a government decision to 
withdraw. 

My own contacts with Friedman 
have included a couple of very 
cute examples of professional dis- 
information. In a previous W ar- 
ticle, Friedman quoted a piquant; 
statement I made, while we were 
debating in a coffee shop and at- 
tributed it to “an officer in the IDF 
spokesman corp.” Now, while it’s 
true that I do my reserve duty in 
that unit, it's fast and loose jour- 
nalism to present a coffee house 
quote from a civilian as if it had the 
authority of the IDF spokesman. 
In his recent pieces, both in the 
New Yorker and the W, Fried- 
man quotes “an official of the 
Shin-Bet” stating that: "the ulti- 
mate settler provocation - the act 
that would surely abort the peace 
process, - would be the blowing up 
of the Dome of the Rock in Jeru- 
salem.” In my own recent conver- 
sations with Friedman, I discussed 
this idea with him, which I stated 
was totally (he product of my own 
speculation, without a kernel of 
Inside information. Who knows, 
maybe he thinks I'm a member of 
the Shin-Bet as well. 

, Both articles also carry Fried- 
man's claim that "there are .many 
Baruch Goldsteins in' the ’West 
Bank.” One can only speculate on 
; the source of this absurd state- 
ment, Maybe there really are olh- 
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er Jewish doctors from Brooklyn 
out there who are now planning a 
massacre. Would the W or the 
New Yorker dare to follow up Col- 
in Ferguson’s recent racist massa- 
cre of white commuters on the 
LIRR with the lead: "There are 
many Colin Fergusons in Brook- 
lyn," or would that be a classic 
example of disinformation? 

While I enjoyed working and 
arguing with Friedman, (I guess I 
won’t be rehired), the downside 
was having to be his sounding- 
board as he bragged of the numer- 
ous prizes and awards he’s re- 
ceived for his investigative 
journalism. Friedman likes to take 
the credit of how he single-han- 
dedly exposed the connection be- 
tween Kahane’s assassin, Nosair, 
and the Moslem bombers of the 
World Trade Center that led to 
their eventual arrest and convic- 
tion. Friedman also relished com- 
paring the minuscule sum that I 
earn being a shill for Zionism at 
that "right-wing rag” The Jerusa- 
lem Post, compared to the fat fees 
he gets for knocking Jews in the 
glamourous American media. 
Friedman claims to receive a 
$50,000 retainer fee from the Vil- 
lage Voice in return for submitting 
four articles yearly. He also claims 
the New Yorker pays him $2 for 
every word that his word processor 
processes for them. 

In a recent piece featured on the 
New York Times op-ed page 
(April 12), Friedman writes about 
"25,000 Saboteurs of Peace.” And 
. nowhere in the article does he 
mention anything about Hamas 
terrorists planting bombs in buses 
or knives in Jews. Instead, his 
piece focuses on the 25,000 Ortho- 
dox Jewish settlers in the West 
Bank who are affiliated with Gush 
Emunim. Friedman, in advocating 
a transfer of the Jews, slates that: 
“allowing radical Jews to live in 
the territories is a prescription for 
disaster,” and warns that: "mili- 
tant Orthodox Jews will continue 
to provoke the Arabs.” The article 
is tastefully illustrated with a cari- 
cature efm-hook-nosed Orthodox 
Jew wrapped in a tallit and Icffilin 
taking aim with a pop-gun at a 
dove carrying an olive-branch. 

Friedman demands a public 
apology and a public retraction, I 
truly regret that in the original col- 
umn I left out much relevant infor- 
mation about Friedman's charac- 
ter and his journalistic methods. 
But until now, legal intimidation 
hasn’t been one of them. Hopeful- 
ly, Friedman’s W colleague Nat 
Hentoff, a legendary champion of 
free speech, will take Robbie to a 
quiet comer of the office aud ex- 
plain a few points about freedom 
of the press to him. D

F irst came the shuk. Now, the 
sounds of Jerusalem’s Ben 
Yehuda pedestrian mall are 
being silenced by roving bands of 
municipal noise police. 

If you've noticed fewer musicians 
playing for money on the midrahov 
lately, it's not that they've all left for 
Jericho or won the lottery. "It’s be- 
cause they're afraid," claims Eric 
Sachs, who's been playing guitar on 
Ben Yehuda for several months 
now. According to Sachs and other 
musicians IJ spoke with, most of 
whom declined to be named, police 
officers have been warning that if 
the street minstrels don't relocate, 
their instruments will be confiscat- 
ed, and further steps may be taken.

Why Jerusalem officials would 
want to squash one of the city's 
most familiar attractions remains a 
mystery. Police sources said that

Whatever the reasons, the ac- 
tion has come ns a surprise to Jeru- 
salemites and tourists alike.

Some have 
guessed that the action comes in 
the wake of complaints from Ben 
Yehuda businesses about noise. 
But, Sachs noted, most businesses 
like having the musicians nearby, 
because they get passing crowds to 
stop in front of their windows. 

Whatever the city's intentions, 
however, both residents and musi- 
cians seem to ugree that its effect 
can only be an impoverishment of 
£ the city's cultural life. 


shekel fine," said Charles Sofair, a 
musician and Ben Yehuda regular. 
“This is the first time in 10 years 
that we’ve been told not to play.” 
Sofair recalls 10 years ago when 
street musicians were told to leave 
the Ben Yehuda Mall, or else. “We 
got many musicians together as well 
as public support. We demonstrat- 
ed until the city give up. And, we 
won’t give up this time around." 


“I am injured and cannot 
work,” one recent oleh from the 
former Soviet Union said. "This is 
how I earn my living. What choice 
do I have?" 




"It’s really unbelievable ," Sachs 
said, "People like to hear our mu- 
sic, they expect it. If wc arc too 
loud, okay, set hours, but this is 
unreasonable." Sachs' partner, 
strumming a guitar, added that the 
officers who spoke with him advised 
him to move to another street, “But 
this is really the only one on which 
we can play and earn money.” 

According to one musician, the 
police said It was permissible to 
ask for money, and permissible to 
play music, but not permissible to 
play music for money. "Every city 
ip Europe has a place like this. It's 
part of the city,” he said., 


The threats appear to be work- 
ing; IJ could not find more than 
three street musicians at any given 
time on the usually-bustling mi- 
drahov. Sachs snid he personally 
knew of several "regulars” who 
were slaying home, 'it’s rumored 
that the city will be meeting in a 
few weeks to decide whether to 
outlaw busking entirely," he said. 
"This may just be a trial period." 


"Look, I'm not insensitive to 
shopkeepers' complaints,” adds 
Sofair. "Some of the musicians 
play all night, and I’m sure it gels 
annoying. Instead of banning us, 
however, the city should do what 
Switzerland does for its street per- 
formers - provide set hours as to 
when we can play. This way every- 
body is happy. C'mon, just imag- 
ine for n second what the midra- 
hov would be like without its street 
performers .. it would be a pretty 
dreary place.” □

the eommnndments). Throughout 
the ages and in every community, 
Torn mantles and nrk coverings 
are traditionally made of rich 
cloth, ariisiicnlly decorated and 
usually handmade . 

One of the most ingenious and 
talented producers of Tora and ark 
covers in Israel is Yaffa Bar Giora, 
a Jerusalem grandmother who 
came to her avocation only 10 
years ago. Today at the age of 72, 
Bar Giora looks back on a decade 
I of creativity that has given her 
great satisfaction. 

"I never enjoyed myself as 
much when I sewed clothes for my 
children and grandchildren; they 
lasted for one or two years and 
then they were out of season, or 
too small. The parachot and the 
mantles last a lifetime. Every 
Shabbat someone gets nachas 
from my work." 

Bar Giora's parachot can be 
found in kibbutzim, army birises, 
neighborhood synagogues and 
yeshivns. 

The former seamstress began 
her career by chance. “My family 
decided to dedicate an ark cover to 
our synagogue, Menachem Zion, 

(in the Jewish Quarter) in honor of 
my son-in-law who was killed in 
the War of Attrition. A neighbor 
who is a graphic artist designed it. 

At first I thought we'd send it out 
to be done - but seeing it was no 
big deal, I decided to sew it 
myself.” 

The first design which showed a 
burning crown and the Biblical 
verse “And may you return to 
your city, Jerusalem, in compas- 
sion,” was made by application. 
Shortly after it was dedicated, Bar 
Giora received an order to do an- 
other Tora ark cover for a settle- 
ment and later for a synagogue in 
Ramat Chen. From then on she 
chose to embroider her works, “L 
don’t know how it happens,” says 
Bar Giora, “but before I finish one 
cover, I get the next order.” 

The work is painstaking and 
slow; an average Tora mantle 
takes at least three weeks of con- 
stant work, and a pnrachrt some- 
what longer. Not too long ago she 
received a “rush” order to finish 
an ark cover for a synagogue, 
wliich needed it before the High 
Holidays. "They needed' it within 
one month. I worked for days on 
! end, 18 hours at a time. My eyes 
were so red. I didn't clean my win- 
dows for the holidays, but I got the 
job dpne,!’ Recalls Bar Giora with 
satisfaction. ' 

Bar Giora spends as much time 
looking for a design as she does on 
the sewing itself. At first she 
would receive tips from friends 
and neighbors who were artists. 
These days, she likes to copy de- 
signs from ancient book covers or 
Tora scrolls that are in a museum. 
For example, she mode two pm- 
chdt based on the cover of a Mah - , 
zor (holiday prayerbook) : from 
LtotZig in the 14fh century.

struction firm. Not so, claims a 
group of angry German Colony 
residents, who have filed suit with 
the municipality to halt construc- 
tion of Di Veroli's massive ‘Italian 
Colony' condominium project in 
their neighborhood. 

Id many ways, it's a classic Jeru- 
salem confrontation between ur- 
ban growth and local homeown- 
ers, the sort of tension we may see 
more and more of as pressures on 
city growth increase. While the 
builders have applied for an 'extra 
permit to build a fourth floor on 
the development, residents claim 
they have already broken the law 
in building too close to the proper-

ty line, adding unauthorized win- 
dov 


sws, and even usurping the pri- 
vate property of some neighboring 
residents. Neither party seems to 
have much affection for the other. 

As a result of. such alleged in- 
fractions, over SO German Colony 
residents met on April 26 to initi- 
ate legal action against the compa- 
ny, and, in accord with municipal 
regulations, will have a hearing to 
air their ‘ grievances before the 
Planning and Construction Board 
of (he City Council. No date has 
yet been set, according to munici- 
pal authorities. 

Rachel Lipsky lives quite literal- 


ly in the shadow of the new con- 
struction, which has blocked the 
sun from her home, neighboring 
buildings, and a nearby park. And 
while Yaron claims such "subjec- 
tive" concerns, rather than any ac- 
tual wrongdoing, motivate the res- 
idents 1 complaints, .Lipsky 
strongly disagrees. 

Walking on the small dirt path 
that used to be the paved entrance 
to her home, she points to the 
porches of the Colony project, only 
three meters from the property line 
(building regulations call Tor five); 
"You can measure it yourself.” 
Other residents claim their very 
backyards are being slowly im- 
pinged upon by Italian Colony 
workers. "Every inch they think 
they can get, they take,” one said. 

Indeed, municipal inspectors did 
issue a stop-construction order on 
the ground floor of the complex, 
contrary to Yaron’s contentions. 
This was in response to violations of 
the, initial contract and “irregular- 
ities” in the ground floor construc- 
tion, specifically unlicensed win- 
dows in the storerooms. Some

residents fear that, in fact, the com- 
pany Intends to put apartments on 
the ground floor and not merely 
storage space; "You’ve never heard 
of a storeroom wjth windows?” 
Yaron counters. 

Residents also worry that Di 
Veroli's plan to strengthen the 
walls of the parking ramp is really 
in order to expand the parking ga- 
rage Itself, that the high popula- 
tion density in the project will 
strain neighborhood waste, water, 


and road systems, and that, in- 
junctions aside, the city has not 
taken serious steps to keep Di 
Veroli in line. 

Lipsky cites the example of the 
ground-level windows. "They 
were against regulations, but the 
developer built it anyway. The city 
only took action after the fact.” In 
her view, it was too little, too late. 
The windows remain. 

Farther, the residents’ organiza- 
tion in its legal action claims that 
granting a permit for a fourth story 
would violate a statute specifying 
that no buildings in the historic 


icrninn Colony neighborliund ex- 
ceed three floors. Municipal 
sources confirm that Di Veroli has 
sought to change its building per- 
mit to allow for partial construc- 
tion of a fourth floor of apart- 
ments, but, Yaron asserts, “What 
wc are requesting is not strange or 
crazy. The people who claim we 
cannot build more than three sto- 
ries are themselves living in a four- 
story building." 

It's true that a quick look 
around the German Colony re- 
veals plenty of four story-plus 
buildings. Still, the rules are the 
rules, and residents insist they will 
not be intimidated in trying to en- 
force them. Di Veroli expressed its 
frustration with what it views as 
simple not-in-my-backyard ob- 
structionism. "They arc just 
against the project; they don't 
want to hear what we have to say. 
These aren’t real complaints,” in- 
sists Yaron. But when one's back- 
yard is literally being taken away, 
as has happened to one resident, 
there is room for question. The 
residents and their lawyer seem 
willing to place their trust in mu- 
nicipal arbitration, and arc opti- 
mistic that if public pressure con- 
tinues, Di Veroli-Siani will be 
forced to adhere to municipal rules 
and regulations. 

And the company? "We’re opti- 
mistic enough," Yaron said. See 
you in court. □

T he 1994 Jerusalem Israel Festival prom- 
ises to bring the creme de la creme of 
global talent. Beginning May 16 
through June 9, the festival will feature a 
wide variety of entertainment including the 
National Ballet of Canada, a full production 
of “Porgy and Bess” with the Charleston 
Symphony Orchestra, to an evening with 
world-renowned jazz vocalist A1 Jarreau. 

With bo many overseas acts performing at 
the festival, It is inevitable that Israeli artists 
will be overshadowed. Many of Israel’s own 
entertainers have complained that they are 
not given a fair share of stage time. 

Responding to this accusation, Yossi Tal- 
Gnn, director general of the festival, says, 
"Our major concern should be internation- 
al. It is not our responsibility to bring oigt 
Israeli artists. Throughout the year, Israel 
has many other festivals for them. We do 
feature Israeli artists if we find they have 
something unusual and different to offer 
that hasn’t already been seen in the full- 
year program. I don’t think Israelis want. to 
buy tickets for an act they could see any

Other time.’’ 

Tal-Gan maintains that this year’s selection 
Will be more diverse than past festivals. Ac- 
cording to him, last year’s festival was mo- 
nopolized by the Austrian contingency, 
which spent over $1 million on its groups’ 
expenses. Some of this year’s standouts in- 
clude a multi-media presentation of “Odys- 
seus” by the Czech group Latema Maglka; 
the Argentinian tango troupe, Tangokinesis, 
performing 18 spicy, contemporary dance in- 
terpretations; and SppJn’s El Tricicle comedy 
trio performing a spoof of the Olympics. 

. Developments in the Arab-Israell peace 
process have brought three new acts to the 


festival - the National Opera of Sweden, 
Circus Oz of Australia and Morocco 
Trance-Art, a group of dancers and musi- 
cians , wilt all perform for the first time ever 
in Israel. 

Tal-Gan is confident that despite public 
fear over the recent wave of terrorism in 
Israel, the (estival will attract a large num- 
ber of tourists. “There have been a few 
hotel cancellations, but we’re hoping peo- 
ple will forget A fula and Hadera and come 
to Jerusalem.” Tal-Gan assures visitors that 
air-tight security measures are being taken 
to ensure safety. 

If not terrorism, then it might be the 


festival’s high prices that scare people away. 
Tal-Gan admits for most acts the cost is not 
cheap, but says they are comparable to any 
other spectacle of such stature. He adds he 
has done his best to plan reasonably-priced 
events for the family, such as Circus Oz and 
El Tridclc, which are both specially dis- 
counted, In addition, the Education Minis- 
try is treating 10-12,000 Jerusalem students 
to government subsidized morning perfor- 
mances. Community centers are also spon- 
soring field trips to various shows. There 
are also several events free of charge for 
both adults and children. 

Tal-Gan estimates 100,000 Israelis will 
purchase tickets and that between 30- 
40,000 others will attend the free events. 

Tal-Gan rates The Israel Festival among 
the best of the hundreds of international 
festivals around the world, but he’s modest 
when comparing it to the top 20. "There are 
many festivals, but only few that are well- 
known. Among these, the Israel Festival is 
smaller." Tal-Gan seeks to bring leading 
artists to Israel and hopes "Israelis will con- 
tinue to come to the festival and trust my 
taste in talent.” . D

THE SUPER high-tech computer game cen- 
ter Is the brain-child of three partners - Yoav 
Havlv, 44. Kanev, 31 , and Chen Kim hi, 32. 
Klmhl is a former insurance agent and self- 
confessed computer freak who got hooked on 
VR six years ago after watching a program on 
ft. 

Then a year ago he saw the movie The 
Lawnmower Man, based on a Stephen King 
short story about virtual reality, and, he says, 
"I knew that's what I wanted todo and I knew I 
could do It here." 

He phoned and faxed all the big computer 
companies, like Digital, IBM and National 
Semi-conductor, asking lor Information, but, 
he says, he never got further than the secre- 
taries. 

But then he got hofd of a book called 
Through the New Looking Glass which gives 
basic Information about 60 or 70 companies 
that manufacture VR software and hardware. 
"I faxed them all," says Klmhl. 

The center uses games produced by a 
company In England called Virtuality. England 
has had VR parlors for three years, and their 
systems are already outdated. In Tel Aviv, the 
systems are the latest models, and Kanev 
says that Israel Is actually ahead of some 
European countries In this field. 

However much of a fan Klmhl Is, he ac- 
knowledges thal there Is a bad side to virtual 
reality: “There’s all this talk of having VR sex; 
people came in to the center asking for Mi- 
chelle Pfeiffer or Richard Gere. 

"Virtual reality Is only there to enable peo- 
ple to . interface with computers more easily 
and efficiently," he says. "But If It gets to a 
point where people don't leave their houses to 
see other people they'll lose their ability to 
: develop emotions. Virtual reality Is still only 
virtual reality."

York tabloid, Ron Howard's The Pa- 
per uncannily approximates the 
best and worst traits of the muckrak- 
ing dallies It honors. Uke The New 
York Post and Dally News - both 
expressly designed to be skimmed 
In a bouncing subway car - The 
Paper Is best at its lightest and least 
profound. 

Not that Howard ever quite con- 
cedes his wish for heavy profundity: 
conceptually, the movie Is stocked 
with more good Intentions than your 
average UN aid convoy. And, as 
always, the director over-indulgea 
his dramatic sweet tooth, his dubi- 
ous knack for sugar-coating the 
most serious subject matter. In Co- 
coon he offered up swinging old age 
that was as quaint as a stale jelly 
doughnut; the parenthood In Par- 
enthood was strictly canned 
whipped cream. 

Still, in those earlier films and In 
The Paper, Howard displays other 
talents that compensate in part for 
INa cavity-prone approach. Once 
an actor himself, his work with en-

He uses quick cutB and tonal con- 
trasts to grip an audience, the same 
way jazzy headlines and crisp lead 
sentences aim to hook tabloid read- 
ers. Whatever its larger limitations, 
The Paper is enormously entertain- 
ing. 

The action starts zipping in the 
very first frames, and before the 
credits are over we've witnessed 
the aftermath of the crime that will 
be the subject of the next morning's 
blaring headlines. Two black teen- 
agers stumble on a graffiti-sprayed 
car In which several out-of-town 
whites have been murdered. As 
they hear the sirens of police cars 
racing toward the scene, the Idds 
realize they're about to be falsely 
accused. They panic and run - but 
not before someone sees them. 

Screenwriter brothers David and 
Stephen Koepp are right not to 
dwell too long on the miscarriage of 
justice that follows. The Paper Isn't, 
after all, a movie about crime In New 
York, or racism, or the rotten fate of 
two flesh-and-blood young urban 
black men. 

It is, instead, the story of a news- 
paper story - how actual events and 
real people's lives often metamor- 
phose beyond recognition into 
shrieking headlines and hype. 

OR don't. 

The Paper unfolds over one 
muggy 24-hour period in and 
around the offices of The Sun. As 
this single day and night evolve, 
hundreds of stories take place be- 
hind the scenes at the paper, 
though none provides the racy sort 
of copy the tabloldB tend to print. 

Henry Hackett (played by Michael 
Keaton, who looks more and more 
like Tom Hanks's nastier twin) is the 
harried metro editor of The Sun. 
He's been offered a job at the 
snooty, uptown Sentinel - a hilari- 
ously obvious stand-in for The

He's on the run from 
the Parking Commissioner who he’s 
sure is plotting violent retaliation for 
a aeries of inky exposes. 

Etcetera, etcetera and so forth. 
Throughout this busy day, a nearly 


endless array of walk-on sagas also 
bob up briefly, sit-com style. In addi- 
tion, a host of real-life media figures 
(E. Graydon Carter, Bob Coslas 
and Liz Smith among them) flit in for 
quick, insider cameos. 

At a certain point, maybe unfairly, 
one may begin to wish that The 
Paper were a Robert Altman movie 
- a more incisive, less moralizing 
ensemble comedy about work and 
personal connection. Howard uses 
a similar tapestried technique as the 
director of Nashville and Shortcuts, 
and he's chosen a frenetic, Altman- 
styte setting that offers loose-knit 
unity to the otherwise disparate 
characters. 

But Howard, who displays an al- 
most religious belief In the human- 
interest story, Isn't really content to 
let everyday life run its potentially 
ho-hum course. According to his ba- 
nal-but-lrue notion that any event, 
no matter how tiny, might constitute 
a headline in somebody's life, he 
could have let the humor and pa- 
thos well up from the most unex- 
traordinary situations: staff meet- 
ings, marital squabbles, cocktail 
party chatter. 

Ail of this quotidian coping does 
have its place in the movie, but 
Howard also takes pains to pump 
the day full of Extra Special Rele- 
vance. In the end, this isn't Just any 
old 24 hours at The Sun that we've 
watched, but the very particular rev- 
olution of the earth when Henry 
Hackett discovered journalistic eth- 
ics, his wife endured a series of 
once-only medical traumas and mir- 
acles, entrenched work enemies 
were at long last reconciled, and a 
possibly dying man learned to be a 
father for the first time In his life. 

Life! II rumbles up under Howard 
as if he’d never noticed It before, 
like the shocking thunder when the 
presses first roll benealh the feet of 
a rookie reporter. Of course, we all 
have a story, but it's not necessarily 
a scoop - at least not every day.

She sat with her hands 
In her lap and her ankles crossed, 
and looked up meekly while a re- 
laxed Leno, lolling masterfully on 
the edge of his desk, asked her 
Inane questions aboul her hobbies 
and her charity work. 

Her charity work? 

Of course, it was all tongue in 
cheek. Her hobby, she said, was 
collecting, er, things. Personal 
'Things," accessory-type "things." 
With a twinkle in her eye, she said 
she had quite a big collection o( 
them. And then she coyly pulled two 
of the things from her pocket: hair 
barrettes. Yeah, sure. And we 
should believe her when she says 
her Dad luma her on to the latest 
music. And why shouldn't her bed- 
time reading be Little Women ? (As 
Woody said on Cheers Tuesday, 
"She does read a lot. I bet she goes 
through a book a week.") 

Both Madonna and Leno seemed 
to enjoy playing Ihe game, it was the 
lirst time in ages that I'd tuned lo 
The Tonight Show, and it was a 
pleasant surprise.

Seinfeld has returned to a weekday 
spot, Tuesdays at 10:10 p.m„ fol- 
lowed by Frasier (10:35), a Cheers 
spin-off.

week, and NYPD started on time. 
And once I got into NYPD, I couldn't 
get out of It. 

It's another cop show with 1 ,000 
storylines and plenty of peeks Into 
the private lives of cops, written yet 
again by Stephen Bochco with mu- 
sic yet again by Mike Post. Yet 
again Dennis Frara plays a New 
York detective. Yet again the cops 
are all divorced because they've da- 
voted their lives to ihe force. We fall 
lor the formula every time. 

This time there's one small differ- 
ence: they show bare backsides. 
But hey, guys, don’t worry about 
feeling exposed, cheapened or Infe- 
rior by comparison. They don't 
show flabby, hairy male butts; only 
smooth, perl female ones. The kind 
you lust after, the kind your wives 
and girlfriends don’t have.

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From the cocoon of sexuality, 

a serious singer emerges 


S HE's a singfe -named pop singer who 
took audiences by storm with her sexu- 
ally provocative, very public persona. 
No, we're not talking about Madonna. This 
is Sopho - a Moroccan immigrant performer 
based in Paris, whom French critics have 
dubbed the "Oriental bombshell." 

And she's flying in from Parl3 to sing one 
number at the Israel Festival. 

That piece, El Ailei (The Ruins of Love), will 
tast about two hours. 

Described as an opera far one voice, it was 
made famous by Egyptian singer Om Kal- 
soum, the lalo queen of Arabic music. 

It's quite a technical challenge for Sapho, 
who first made her musical mark as a rock 
singer, later with Arabic elements mixed in. 
It's also part of a larger maturation process. 
Sapho made her reputation as much as an 
iconoclastic seductress and rebel as for her 
singing. Now, in addition to her move Into 
more rigorous musical forms, she's a pub- 
lished novelist. Her four books deal with the 
connection between French-Western culture 
and the Arab-Jewieh milieu ol her youth. 

"In the beginning It was all shouting, 
screaming and just rebelling," Sapho said of 
her career during a recent phone conversa- 
tion from her home in Paris. 

’’Today I try to manage that whatever I do Is 
received in such a way that It changes minds. 
If you just scream you block things and you 
don't move them." 

There's enormous contrast between Sapho 
and Om Kalsoum: “She was not a seduc- 
tress," Sapho notes. 

"Many singers are trying to be sensuous In 
scheap way. But she was more demanding 
with her art. She was singing from within, with 
dignity." 

SAPHO, BY contrast, Is a seductress. In fact, 
that's how she came by her stage name. 

(She prefers not to reveal her real name or 
her age. "I hate it [the name]. It Is very stupid, 

J don t say It anymore.") 

"[The name] started when I was at my first 
year In university In Lyon. 1 wanted to be 
noticed, so I took many courses. I was a lazy 
girl who had a lot of boyfriends and they said J 
scared all the other girts away." So the male 
students made this newcomer From Morocco 
seduce the girls back for them, like the poet 
Sappho. 

It was an enjoyable game, she says. "I 
managed to seduce them because they 
thought I was sincere about It; they believed I 
. was a lesbian." 

It Jed to a great change In her self-image. 
That was very provocative, but soon l 
noticed many other things about her," says 
the singer, speaking of her younger self In the 
tnlfd person. 

"I noticed she was quite courageous. She 
believed that you have to dare everything or 
etee ...Today very few people dare every- 
thing. She, was quite bold and I liked It, I really 
beoame Sappho," . 

Seduotion .ls only a start, however. 
"Seduction Is a trick, It’s a prop and you 
nave to be very careful as an -artist not to fall 
: mlo pure seduotlon because it’s not enough ! 
But occasionally, why not, It can be fun," she

Things have somewhat improved between 
mother and daughter now that Sapho has 
begun writing books. 

"it's much better now that I'm a writer ... 
You see, I was punkish. Now I seem more like 
a woman and my mother approves." 

Sapho always wears black and al perfor- 
mances often cover her face with a black veil 
"Black was and still is an addiction tor me." 
Her other addiction is tea - “Earl Gray or 
mint tea, when it is very well done In the 
Moroccan way."' 

Living in Paris used to be freedom incar- 
nate for the young Moroccan immigrant. 

"At the beginning Paris was a thrill ... Bui 
now I'm used to Paris and some things are 
mundane, which I hate." 

WHILE SHE gets a kick from performing on- 
stage, Sapho says there's a deeper level to 
her work. 

She aims at “giving a cultural answer to. 
violence. I think the world is falling apart these 
days. Politicians are not credible so much and 
artists can at least suggest an Idea of being a 
human being and save the memory of this 
very deceiving and disappointing humanity." 

She feels uneasy when asked to describe 
herself. "I never went to a Sapho concert and 
never saw me in myself." 

Still, she's proud of her accomplishments. 
“Now [what I do] is called ethno-rock mu- 
sic, but It had no name when I started. I'm 
happy that now It does have a name. 

“I started to introduce Oriental sounds to 
rock music in the '80s. It was quite new at the 
lime and people stared al me like I was an 
alien. Even my musicians were not 
supportive." 

She enjoys singing In Arabic, although her 
mother tongue back In Morocco was French.

J OHN Zorn is holding a photograph of a 
man's severed head and he’s laughing.

Uneasy listening 

John Zorn refuses to compromise even a 
single note of his works, which range from 
symphonies to jazz to hard-core punk.

Reich and Philip Glass also emerged. 

Extremes have carried Zom from sympho- 
nies with the Brooklyn Philharmonic to late- 
night concerts with a hard-core punk band 
called Pain Killer. But recently, the pitches 
and chords of Jewish music have had the 
greatest influence on Zorn's work. 

"We’re trying to take klezmer music, In a 
sense, take music that's made using Hebrew 
scales, and modernize It In some way. I'm 
using scales that have been used for centu- 
ries In Jewish music," he explains. 

Around 1.80 meters in height, with dusty 
brown hair and a lanky frame, Zom Is a walk- 
ing example of the music he creates. TWIsied ' 
strands of ritual fringes adorn hls camouflage 
pants - the only pants he ever wears. 

Many of hls ragged T-shirts are marked 
with a Star of David or the word "abracadbra 
printed In Hebrew. Like hls music, he is 
touched by the sacred, verging on the 
sacrilegious. 

"It's a kick," he says. "Some people come 
up to me and say, 'it was great to see some- 
one wearing tzltzit [ritual fringes] on stage 
playing music.' Our generation of musicians is 
trying to bring New York Jewry into the 21st 
century.” 

So what do Zorn's -fens ftod In W* music? 
Irving Stone has seen Zorn perform more 
than 300 times. "John Is trying for something 
that doesn’t exist yet," says the 71-year-okJ 
lazz aficionado and relumed New York City 
statistician. "He’s a bit meshuga, but he to 
innovative and does things that are thrilling to 
me musically. It’s honest music." 

There are moments when Masada sounds 
like modern jazz, then wild klezmer But like 
all of Zorn’s music, It Incorporates a lifetime of 
sounds - from classical to ]azz to punk. • 

Zorn was bom and raised on Manhattan s 
Lower East Side. Hls musical carer began 


with Innocent tinkering on hls grandmother's 
piano. When he was nine he wrote hls first 
musical study - "a little flute solo," he recalls. 
At 1 3 he played in a surf band. By 1 5, the real 
obsession began. 

"I was weaned on Motown, surf music, 
ethnic music from around the world. But clas- 
sical music was really my thing and that's 
really where I’m coming from," he says. "I 
stayed at home like a gaeky kid and wrote 
music symphonies, opera." 

He went to the United Nations Schools in 
New York, then started college, but never 
finished. Except for soma elementary classes, 
Zom is s self-made musician and composer. 
Among the Instruments he' plays are piano, 
guitar, clarinet, trombone, flute, to name a 
few. 

OVER THE last 10 years, Zom has divided hls 
lime between Japan and New York. But hls 
two-room apartment, on the Lower East Side, 
is hls musical archive and creative haven. 

Thirteen thousand records line the walls of 
his bedroom, floor to ceiling, 3 meters high. 
"You name the record and I'll Hnd It,” he 
challenges. "Here on top are movie sound 
tracks, This Is ethnic music, by count™. Latin 
music up top, Brazilian, over there, There's 
classical. Oh, then there's pre-1920s and this 


Is rock-a-bllly. going up-to surf music going to 
psychedello to hard-core punk.' 1 

So the cataloging goes, records spilling 
over Into a small den. "Over there, there's all 
Jazz," he tralls off. 

He la sitting on a blacH-imd-white print com- 
forter that Is pulled tightly over a thin mattress 
on the ftoor. Five thousand compact discs and 
more than 1 ,000 cassettes are "organized" In 
piles atoiihd him. ■■ 

It frustrates him when critics call hls music 
eclectic. He says It Implies recklessness, fri- 


volity. "1 don't know what people mean whan 
they say eclectic. I'm not a dabbler or just an 
experimenter. I've been doing all these types 
of things from the beginning. I put everything I 
learn Into every piece of muBic." 

Stephen Drury, a pianist and faculty mem- 
ber at the New England Conservatory of Mu- 
sic, says that every note Zorn uses has a 
purpose in hls compositions. 

“John Is creating a language which pushes 
the envelope of the classical music tradition," 
says Drury. "But there Is nothing slapdash 
about it. He takes as much care as a Mahler 
or a Beethoven." 

Drury describes Zorn's music aB a highly 
refined version of the collage technique, 
where a musician will borrow or "quote” other 
pieces of music. 

He says that Zorn's music has been per- 
formed around the world and Is rapidly be- 
coming part of what traditionalists call "good 
classical music." 

But Zorn Isn't part of that tradition yet. “Like 
Schoenberg In the early part of this century, 
he still takes a lot of flak, " Drury spys. 

According to David Bither, a former produc- 
er at Nonesuch who first saw Zorn perform In 
the early 1980s, Zorn's music Is a subterfuge 
for restlessness. 

"Thera Is a harsh, almost repellent quality 
about some of hls stuff, but where he’s going 
Is going to be uncompromising," says Bither, 
now an executive vice president at Electra 
Records. "Biit the real question Is, where Is 
he comfortable hanging his hat?" 

Right now, he'd like to have e place In 
Israel, he confided, the day before beginning 
the tour toTurkey, Greece, Italy, Spain, Portu- 
gal and Israel. Fringes, but no kippa. Camou- 
flage and six-pointed stars. Will he fit in, he 
wonders. 

"On tour In Spain, Italy or Greece I could 
care less what people think. But going to 
Israel Is different. I want to be accepted and I 
think that I’m not going to be," he says. "Is 
there a place there for someone like me?”

S ET against the decorous mists 
of 19508 Oxford, Richard Atten- 


9 of 1950s Oxford, Richard Atten- 
borough's Shadowlands recounts 
the Imagined particulars of the real 
love affair between English writer 
C.S. Lewis and Joy Gresham, a 
self-described American Jawish- 
communlst-atheist-Christian . 

When we first meet him, Lewis 
(Anihony Hopkins) has spent most 
of his years In quiet (read: prudish) 
Isolation. He lives In a cottage with 
his brother Wamle, teaches litera- 
ture at Oxford, writes poetry, reli- 
gious essays and the fantastical 
Narnia children's books, and some- 
times braves a trip all the way to a 
local pub where he trades witty 
quips round the fire with his fellow 


Every now and then he strikes out 
for London to address a church 
group or a women's association on 
hla favorite topic, suffering, which 
ha refers to as a "gift from God.” 
Joy Gresham (Debra Winger) is 
an outspoken woman, a poet and 
fan of Lewis's who writes to tell him 
so. As forthright as Lewis is retiring, 
the feisty American arranges to 
meet him and, typically, he appears 
at the rendezvous flanked by his 


brother/bodyguard. "Anybody 
named Lewis here?" she belts (typi- 
cally) from the doorway, scandaliz- 
ing the entire tea room. 

Despite their differences, the two 
become friends, eventually arrang- 
ing an avowedly unromanlic civil 
marriage so that Joy can remain a 
legal resident In England. 

It is a peculiar mainstay of middle- 
brow literary biographies that the 
audience must apprehend the emo- 
tlons-to-come long before the clue- 
less intellectual protagonists do. 
They may be talented, the self-sat- 
isfied subtext goes, but these artists 
are even more oblivious and Inter- 
nally stunted than you and me. 

So it won't spoil the film to say 
what happens next: the two fall In 
love, Joy takes ill and dies with ex- 
cruciating slowness, and then, only 
then, does it dawn on Christian 
theologian C.S. Lewis what he 
meant all those years when he 
talked about suffering. Now he truly 
hurts. Now he understands. Like 
Chekhov’s looming, first-act gun on 
the wall, Lewis's Intellectuallzed 
pain has waited lor its real-life cue, 
and shot him through the heart. 

That Shadowlands will make you 
cry is a moot critical point. The mov- 
ie Is designed for optimum teary 
effect, displaying a sentimental 
agenda that rests at an uneasy an- 
gle to the creative mind it seeks to 
honor. 

For all the film's literary pretense, 
Its choice of tweedy hero and Bae- 
deker-scenlc setting, an Insidious 
thread of antl-lntellectualism runs 
throughout. Attenborough doesn't 
actually seem to care what C.S. 
Lewis wrote or thought. If anything, 
he appears hostile to the writer's 
articulated ideas. 

The director does, however, feel 
quite free to use Lewis's name and 


occupation to aggrandize a stan- 
dard melodrama; this is no mere 
plumber or accountant who's learn- 
ing to ache, but a famous Intellectu- 
al. 

Meanwhile, the minute shlftlngs In 
the life of the mind - of this singular 
complicated mind - exist as nothing 
more than a terrified prig's shield 
against what really matters. 


IN THE past, Attenborough has 
tried his hand at political biography 
Gandhi and Cry Freedom) and 
movie biography (Chaplin), and he 
probably felt that the shift to literary 
biography would entail small adjust- 
ments alone: the tightening of focus, 
slowing of pace, and a more liberal 
use of corduroy. 

The problem Is that while a public 
life like Stephen Biko's or the Ma- 
hatma’s may lend itself to gushing 
soundtracks and lush panoramas, a 
writing life does not. In fact, the ac- 
tual act of verbal composition 
stumps filmmakers more consis- 
tently than do sex, birth or death, to 
name three major acts. 

How do you show the microscop- 
ic workings of a writer's head and 
guts at work? You don't, except In 
the most finely wrought metaphoric 
sense. In the case of Lewis, the task 
is further complicated by the au- 
thor's acute and private religiosity - 
perhaps the grandest Invisibility of 
them all. 

This is not Attenborough's prob- 
lem alone. Most attempts at non- 
documentary artistic biography re- 
sult In a mix of hollow self-quotation 
and lampoonlsh extroversion. Think 
of Jane Fonda, a.k.a. Lillian Hell- 
man In Julia, heaving her typewriter 
out the window In a fit of creative 
despair. Henry Miller's blunt auto- 
biographical writings should have 
been enough to satisfy anyone's cu-

rioslty about the writer and his ribald 
escapades, but that didn't stop Phil- 
lip Kaufman from committing the 
bowdlerized travesty of Henry and 
June. 

Shadowlands is better than those 
other movies, in part because Atten- 
borough avoid 8 explicit pen-to- 
paper scenes, preferring a quiet ex- 
amination of more mundane "real” 
life. Still, In honor of Lewis's most 
famous children's book, The Uon, 


the Witch, and the Wardrobe, the 
director has placed a large closet 
full of coats In the writer's attic; in- 
spirational prop or metaphor? Lew- 
is's creative persona comes to 
seem a bit like that unwieldy piece 
of cloakroom furniture - musty, 
massive and banished to the film's 
upper eaves. 

In the meantime, downstairs. Joy 
is dying. For a young actress. Debra 
Winger perishes on-screen with 
alarming frequency. If you saw 
Terms of Endearment, you've al- 
ready watched her waste away 
once; now she offers a sickly en- 
core. Recurring terminal cancer is 
an especially strange fate for an 
actress who continues to seem, de- 
spite her many hospital stays, most 
comfortable with comedy. But there 
are lew laughs here. 

She dies In Shadowlands, and 
dies and dies. She dies for nearly 
hall the film, and then - just at the 
point when Lewis 's suffering begins 
to blend with our own - something 
startling takes place, something wild 
that bursts right through the neat 
emotional hedgerows of William 
Nicholson's prim script and Atten- 
borough’s even primmer direction. 

Anthony Hopkins becomes en- 
raged. His nostrils flare, he weeps, 
he yells. While the first part of tha 
actor’s performance might well con- 
sist of uptight outtakes from The 
Remains of the Day, what follows Is 
Inspired unpredictability and the 
deepest range of complex feeling 
that he's ventured since Hannibal 
Lechter. 

Attenborough's draggy timing 
around the deathbed, the script's 
slow cllp-clop - It all melts away In 
the face of Hopkins’s huge perfor- 
mance, which testifies more boldly 
to the power of artistic creation than 
any simulated scribbling.

T he Histadrul elections on TV 
were amazing. Overdone, 
perhaps, but amazing. 

Not because It was so exciting. All 
that analyzing has been done to 
death. 

No, what made it so meaningful 
was the coverage Itself, which 
showed the difference between the 
two national TV stations. Even the 
politicians were aware of the power 
struggle between the two, and 
they're the ones who really care 
about being seen. Politicians may 
be sneaky, but, on the whole, 
they're not stupid. They chose the 
channel that would give them the 
most exposure and the highest rat- 
ings at tha closest hour to prime 
time. 

So the big guns - Yossl Sartd, 
Aryeh Deri and Ya'acovTsur- went 
to Dan Margallt and Ya'acov Eilon 
on the shiny New Channel 2, while 
dingy old Channel 1 had Halm Ya- 
vin and not much else. The Channel 
1 crew Jumped ship six months ago, 
leaving Yavin anchoring the Mary 
Celeste. 

Empty vessels make the most 
noise, and Channel 1 's messy Ma- 
bat studio was as pointless and 
pompous as their anchor. Yavin had 
three political' analysts scattered 
around his huge but badly-designed 
desk, and the cameramen could 
never make up their minds whether 
to show clOBe-ups of the person 
speaking or long shots of thB whole 
studio. It was so poorly arranged 
that to look at the speaker Yavin had 
to swivel In his chair like a kid ln 
Daddy's office. I could just Imagine 
his feet scuttling round under the 
table. 

Besides, he may be able to read 
nicely off a monitor but he's not the 
best of interviewers. 

On the New Channel 2 they divid- 
ed the work load by having news- 
reader Ellon do the news and Mar- 
galit the interviewing. Of course it 
worked. Margallt and his guests 
ware much more personable than 
Yavin and his dry experts. And how 
strange to see Sarld and Deri (has 
he lost weight or what?) on the 
same side of the table. 

Even the graphics on the New 
Channel 2 were livelier. On the 
graphs of who was ahead In the polls, 
New2 had little animations of a danc- 
ing man with Ramon's head. Chan- 
nel 1 just had plain graphs. It was 
adequate. But, in these days of flame 
ratings wars, “adequate" doesn't cut 
it. They might be getting government 
money now, but it doesn't mean it U 
stay like that forever.

Give them a quick 
credit at the end of the show and 
they can boast to Mom and Dad that 
they're working In television. 

The New Channel 2's success is 
due to Its willingness to risk being 
innovative. Chanpel 1 looks like Its 
stuck with old-timers who are too 
stubborn and too proud to budge 
from formulae past their sell-by 
date. Sorry, guys, It's Just not 
enough for reporters, to butter up 
Rabin by saying, as they did at the 
Hlstadrut elections, "give us the In- 
terview, we’re the national TV 
station."

I RECEIVED a letter from Mr. and 
Mrs. Young in Netanya about the 
credits at the end of one of ths cook- 
ery shows on Star PIiib. Great Veg- 
etarian Dishes (Friday, 11 ;30 a.m.), 
which Is hosted single-handedly by 
a man whom the Youngs describe 
as having as much hair as a billiard 
bail, lists in its credits the usual cam- 
eraman, electrician, lighting man - 
and hairstylist! Why? And why does 
the Chinese cookery program Yan 
Can Cook (Tuesdays, 11:30 a.m.. 
Star Plus) list 16 different kitchen 
staff, from back kitchen staff, to food 
preparation people, to culinary ad- 
viser to fooa stylist? 

Why? Because thanking all the 
little people In the credits means - 
they oan pay them less, But there 
are so many people to thank that the 
names flash up too quickly to catch. 

There you are, Channel I's Ma- 
bat can save money In that area; 
credit the staff but speed up the 
credits. That way. they, wouldn’t 
have to play that annoying theme 
tune over and over and over and 
over and over.... 

TUESDAY’S ELECTIONS made for 
a long evening's viewing. Cable 
subscribers could at. least Hick to 
other channeils. You could have 
said goodbye to the Family Chan- 
nel's Class of ' 96 who are “taking a 
vacation." And you could have 
watched one of the last episodes of 
Designing Women. 

On Tuesday, Julia sang “Hush, 
little baby, don’t you cryJ Momma’s 
gonna sing you a lullaby." The song 
goes on that Momma buys a dia- 
mond ring, a looking glass, a billy 
goat and so on. The bratty.kid Julia 
was singing to said, "Wow I lt‘s a 
. song about shopping!” ... . 

Unfortunately. Designing Woman 
left last night. They’ve been on 
nightly at around quarfer 1 q 12, the 
regular late-night comedy spot that 
once used to be Seinfeld, then Mur- 


phy Brown. That round-midnight 
spot should be saved lor a final half- 
hour chuckle before bed. Designing 
Women’s gentle Southern humor 
took some getting used to, but it was 
tunny and Intelligent and the char- 
acters were beautifully developed.

There are all sorts of show9 that 
could be rerun In that spot. Yet an- 
other showing of Perfect Strangers 
(weekdays, 7 p.m., Children's 
Channel) would be better than that 
slob ThomaB. The characters are 
sympathetic and suitable for Israel, 
especially since one of them Is a 
new Immigrant. 

Even the subtitles are well done. 
The new Immigrant, Balkl, has more 
or less grasped the language, but 
he gets nls slang wrong. On Tues- 
• day he called -hla cousin Larry a 
“son of a goat," and the translation

I must say that most 
Americans I spoke to before 
moving here were very 
discouraging and gave the 
impression that Israel is an 
impregnable society for someone 
hke myself (i.e., someone who 
knows no one.) 

The notion that Israeli society 
is officially open but is actually 
impossible to break into runs 
counter to the American ideal of 
individualism. The notion that 
once we arrive here our Israeli- 
Jewish brethren see us not as 
one of them, but rather as 
Americans, is also quite 
disheartening. 

I’m here on idealism and a 
loan from my grandmother. F 
intend to Iiitch my wagon to the 
2,000-ycar-old drcnm of the 
Jewish people. I hope Netty 
Gross is wrong, at least a little. 

In the meantime, thanks for 
the warning.

Cohen says photographers were as- 
signed to bring back pictures of the day- 
to-day lives of settlers and Palestinians. 
However, he had not decided whether to 
include all of them in the book. “My feel- 
ing is that Gaza and Jericho were no long- 
er part of Israel on that day," he says, 
adding that the book is not going to em- 
phasize the sort of breaking-news photos 
which have been in common in the press.

For many of the photographers, Tel Aviv

with the beaches nnd cafes lining the 
Mediterranean. 

“We certainly didn’t expect to land in 
Marina Del Rey," says photographer Rich 
Brown, referring to the Los Angc!es-likc 
ambience of the section of Tel Aviv sur- 
rounding his hotel. 

Brown knows how complicated putting a 
“Day in the Life” project can be. He had 
been the coproduccr of A Day in the Life of 
Thailand, which was photographed in Janu- 
ary and will be released this spring. He is 
planning A Day in the Life of Vietnam , 
which he hopes to begin soon. 

Running these events, he says, takes a 
great deal of negotiating and diplomatic 
skill. Behind the slap-on-thc-back friendli- 
ness of photojournalists lies a healthy 
amount of professional competition, Brown 
says. “If, God forbid, two of these photog- _ 

raphers should bump into each other on the Ml 
street when they are working, boy, will you 
see the venom fly.” 

Not all of the photographers on the pro- 
ject were outsiders. The ranks included 15 
Israeli photographers, none of whom 
seemed to resent the presence of outsiders

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Visa fraud at the 
US Embassy in 
Tel Aviv is believed 
to be commonplace, 
according to several 
former and current 
anti-fraud officers 
working on the case.

I t's a huge building on Tel Aviv’s Rehov 
Hayarkon with thousands of people 
^ and out. Its employees deal 
with the most important visitors in the 
region, collate the most sensitive intelli- 
gence gathered, and hand out the most 
valuable documents anyone could ever 
want. 

It is also a major employer. TWo 
hundred Israelis work in this building, re- 
ceiving excellent salaries and benefits. 
Hero, the locals are taught how to do things 
the American way: efficient, clean, no fuss. 

But deep inside the hallways of 71 Rehov 
Hayarkon, the US Embassy has been in 
turmoil. A seven-member State Depart- 
ment investigating team from the Office of 
the Inspector General (OIG) is spending a 
month interviewing employees and comb- 
ing files and documents in a massive inspec- 
lioit of embassy security and procedures. 

Working quietly from the third-floor Q»m- 
munity Liaison Office, the team has em- 
barked on an operation to determine how 
successful the embassy has been in stopping 
the rising number of Israelis, Gaza Palestin- 
ians, South Lebanese and foreign visitors 
,r y“JS 10 cheat and lie to enter the US. 

, , ® deal with bona-fide criminals on a 
daliy basis, as well as with a significant 
clientele who place high value on obtaining 
our consular product by whatever means 
possible, according to an embassy report 
dated March 2, 1993. "The value translates 
quickly into price, and ineligible visa appli- 
cants ore often ready to pay substantial 
collars to obtain access to the US." 

Embassy sources say the inspectors arc 
not on a blind search. The Jerusalem Post 
has learned, that for months State Depart- 
ment investigators in Washington have 
been receiving reports of poor security, 
fraudulent visa rings, suspicious embassy 
employees and a purge of staffers who had 
been demanding a clean sweep. Consular 
employees, fearful' that their conversations 
wore being recorded, have been careful 
what they say. .

On paper, the embassy has strict proce- 
dures to ensure that US visas go to those 
, eligible. The policy requires that foreigners 
prove that they will leave the US when their 
non-immigrant visas - such as student or 
tourist visas - expire. General indicators 
used by the embassy to determine this in- 
clude a job, home, family in Israel and a 
return ticket. The aim is to weed out crimi- 
nals, the unemployed and those desperate 

to stay in the US. . 

It’s a big job for the US Embassy in Tel 
Aviv. In fiscal 1993, the embassy received 
W.000 visa applications and turned down 
about 3,000 : a refusal rate of 4.7 percent.

Critics say the current probe has he po- 
tential to rival the clean-up that took place 
in the autumn of 1989. Then, after an inten- 
sive investigation by the 0 IG and Israel 
Police, three Israelis working for the Ub 
Embassy were arrested. Seven other Isra - 
ik were arrested and the consul in charge or 
the visa section was sent back to Washing 
ton. The investigation was prompted by the 


time embassy employees. One recalls being 
asked by friends for help in obtaining a visa. 
The employee turned them down. 

“A few weeks later, they told me. We 
can pay somebody and gel the visa, the 
employee says. “They came back and all 
got visas. I have no idea how they were 

qualified, but they did it.” . . . 

The embassy’s policy regarding visa fraud 
had its opponents. One is Shapira Bar-Or. a

cations for the first half of this fiscal year, 
which began in October, is running 16 per- 
cent higher than the same period last year. 

Still, State Department Inspectors say 
that as late as the fall of 1993 the embassy 
in Tel Aviv often failed to implement its 
controls to prevent visa fraud. “Weak man- 
agement control permitted major theft and 
fraud activities in the administrative section 
[warehouse operations and automobile 
sales] and.the consular section [visas],” says 
an August 1990 OIG report. 

The result, a US source says, is that a 
sMior State Department official last year 
stressed to embassy diplomats in Tel Aviv 
that the "biggest thing to look for is fraud. 
Washington demands that this be given a 
great deal of attention.” ■ 

T he Israel Police are also watching the 
US investigators' work in Tel Aviv. 
They have been conducting investigations 
involving the alleged sale of visas from the 
US Embassy in Tel Aviv and the US Con- 
flate In Jerusalem. US citizens convicted 
visa fraud, according to an embassy 
memo, are serving time in prisons around 
country; Currently, an Interior Ministry

opportunities to their fullest potential... 

Overall, 1 am confident that Michael s contri- 
butions to our anti-fraud program will contin- 
ue to limit our fraud vulnerability as much as 
posable." 

S hapira Bar-Or and Elios had urged 
tighter controls on the consular section 
of the embassy and its employees. The sec- 
tion had been ravaged by the 1989 arrests 
and the Office of Inspector General had 
recommended lighter security. 

If anything, recoil Shapira Bar-Or and 
Elias, the opposite was the case. They cite 
several examples in which embassy employ- 
ees suspected of selling visas or violating 
I embassy security were let off the hook. 

One example: In 1991, an eastern Jerusa- 
lem merchant had reported that a Lebanese 
Arab, serving as a visa broker for Lebanese 
in the south, was paying off an embassy 
employee. In an arrangement with the Ub 
Embassy, Israel allows the Ubancse to 
cross the border and npply in person for a 
visa. The Lebanese are given a 24-hour pass 
including a night in n Tel Aviv hotel re- 
. served for them by authorities. 

Shapira Bar-Or had the Lebanese police 
Dick up the broker and submit him to a 
polygraph test in Haifa. (Lebanese police 
have also cooperated with Israel in fighting 
the drug trade.) Elias and Shapira Bar-Or say 
the broker admitted lie knew ,thq, embassy 
: employee and foe polygraph showed he lied 
, when ho denied giving gifts to the employee. . 

Shapira Bar-Or says the embassy never 
pursued the case. The employee, an Ameri- 
can citizen, was eventually transferred. Se- 
nior embassy officials, most of whom ar- 
rived in Israel during the last year, say they . 
could not confirm the incident. 

O n February 21, 1992, Shapira Bar-Or 
and Elias uncovered what they consid- 
ered a greater breach of security. Elias, who 
wrote a detailed memo In Hebrew regard- , 
ing the affair, recalls that at about 1 p.m, he . 

.spotted a visH clerk with a red-covered clas- 
sified report marked “alert,” meaning.it 
was prohibited to aU but visa officers and 
embassy security. Under neath the report 
vvere several photocopied sheets of pafrcr. 

Elias called Shapira Bar-Or and they fol- 
lowed the clerk to his desk where be stuck . 
the photocopies In his cqat : pocket. Then, 
he Bled the document. Both investigators 
' wmit upstairs to report this to the regional 
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security office. The officer on duly ioLri 
them to check the clerk's coal pock el tu see 
wh:il he had photocopied. 

They cheeked the coat and returned say- 
ing the photocopies were those of the classi- 
fied report. The report was a “document 
intelligence alert” in which the intelligence 
division of the US Immigration und Natu- 
ralization Service warns embassies of the 
latest methods of visa fraud and forgeries. 

Elias and Shapira Bar-Or recall that the 
regional security officers checked with the 
consul-general. Nothing happened. Finally, 
at dose to 3:30 p.m., Elias and Shapira Bar- 
Or appealed to their superiors to slop the 
clerk before he left the embassy for home. 

The decision was to do nothing. “At 1528 
hours [3:28 p.m.], the above [clerk | left the 
embassy with the alert report still in his coat 
pocket." Elias's memo says. 

Senior embassy officials, asked about ac- 
cess to such material, say visa clerks are 
allowed to take and photocopy most Red 
Alert reports. Although these officials were 
not working at the embassy in 1992, today 
they say they would not find such a ease to 
be unusual. 

S everal months later, more charges sur- 
faced of alleged corruption in the em- 
bassy. In May 1992, police had broken a 
ring that comprised a Jaffa-bnsed travel 
agent, Bar-On Tours, and the head of the 
population registry at the Interior Minis- 
try’s Herzliyn branch, Shalom Tawzer. 

The arrest stemmed from a police investi- 
gation into the Haifa branch of Bar-On 
Tours. Police charged that Bar-On offered 
Russian immigrants visas to the US. A Hai- 
fa representative would send the applicants 
to Tawzer, who provided them with five- 
year passports, a major requirement for a 
US visa. New immigrants normally receive 
one-year passports. 

According to an embassy memo, Tel Aviv 
police investigating the case had information 
that “an Israeli foreign service national in the 
consular section was involved in the fraud 
scheme.” 

Shapira Bar-Or recalls that he had moni- 
tored the behavior of one embassy employ- 
ee. He says that several times in the span of 
a few weeks, cullers to the visa section 
requested the employee, asking for infor- 
mation regarding their visa applications. 

In one call, an applicant, when told by 
Shapira Bar-Or that the employee wasn't 
there, said he “had some sort of agree- 
ment” with that staffer concerning the visa 
application. Shapira Bar-Or recalls his sus- 
picion was raised further when he noticed 
that the applicant's forms were missing de- 
spite his having npplied and been refused a 
visa three times. 

Shapira Bar-Or recommended that the 
employee be subject to "intense Surveil- 
lance." Embassy superiors refused. 

Asked about the case, senior embassy offi- 
cials, most of whom arrived after the inci- 
dent, say visa brokers anywhere in the world 
often try to soli their services by bragging 
about their contacts inside the US embassy, 

F or Elias, this was the last straw and he 
resigned In July 1993. “I saw nothing 
good would come out of this," he recalls. *‘1 
told our boss that we ennie here as investi- 
gators, not clerks. The guys in our position 
never leave under happy circumstances." 

, Ellas whs replaced, but Shapira Bar-Or 
decided to keep fighting. But by that time 
Tyler, the chief anti-fraud officer and his 
superior who had constantly praised Sha- 
pira Bar-Or, left Israel.

According to 
embassy memos, Tyncs wanted to limit the 
activities of the anti-fraud section and end 
all investigations of embassy employees. 

One of Tyncs’s first tasks was to deal with 
Shapira Bar-Or, who continued his battle to 
improve embassy security. A memo sent by 
Shapira Bar-Or on August 11, 1993 to con- 
sular officials, railed against the freedom 
given to so-called visa brokers, who for a 
fee will help an applicant obtain a visa. 

I wish to express my indignation toward 
the policy of the ‘open shop* which is being 
encouraged by the consular section," the 
memo reads. "Until lately, the policy made 
possible for the visa brokers to bring pass- 
ports to the consular section solely when 
first received by travel agents... The reason 
that visa brokers were allowed to be only 
messengers of (ravel agents and could not 
receive visa applications privately was be- 
cause of the Israeli law which stipulates that 
the obtention fsic] of foreign visa or an 
extension of visa can be done only by a 
licensed travel agent... I remember that the 
OIG agents were absolutely against giving 
the brokers the possibility to submit pass- 
ports to the embassy." 

In the memo, Shapira Bar-Or recalls that 
on August 4 he had seen a table manned by 
two people in front of the embassy. They 
were charging NIS 20 for visa applications, 
submitting them to the embassy and return- 
ing passports to the applicants. The leaflet 
said the service was authorized by embassy 
officials. 3 

Shapira Bar-Or said the service violates 
Israeli law. In response, the embassy asked 
that the leaflet advertising the visa service 
be changed.

On August 11, another leaflet was distrib- 
uted at the table emphasizing lhat the service 
was not approved by the embassy. It said that 
an applicant using the service would not need 
to come for a personal interview. Instead, 
according to the leaflcL, passports would be 
returned within a week, faster than regular 
procedure at the embassy. 

Again, Shapira Bar-Or protested. In his 
memo, he said one embassy consul, D. 
Wallen, "supported the private stand say- 
ing that it will stimulate the competition and 
free enterprise in the Israeli market. I did 
not know that the embassy is responsible 
for the free-enterprise development. Mr. 
Wallen says also that this sort of stand exists 
also in other countries.” 

Shapira Bar-Or said he fears that “criminal 
individuals might use this possibility [service] 
and render the treatment of this matter more 
difficult.” A US Embassy semi-annual anti- 
fraud report, issued last month, says OIG 
echoed Shapira Bar-Or’s concern; eventually 
visa brokers who are not licensed travel 
agents were banned from entering the consul 
section to plead for special treatment for their 
clients' applications. 

Meanwhile, reports of embassy employ- 
ees engaged in fraudulently obtaining visas 
continued. Advertisements in Russian-lan- 
guage newspapers offered immigrants US 
visas for a fee. 

An embassy memo dated August 24, 
1993, from cultural attache Martin Quinn, 
reports a phone call he received from Mi- 
chael Lidsky (the name is incorrectly 
spelled in the memo), a reporter for the 
Russian-language weekly Vremya. He said 
he was writing a story about these agencies 
and that “one of the visa procurement agen-

new regulations and his end came in ! 
October. He had complained that Elias's 1 
replacement. Ban Malka, was being sent on ! 
assignments to check visa applicants with- | 
out Shapira Bar-Or’s knowledge. In one 
incident, Shapira Bar-Or angrily warned on 
embassy staffer that if this was repeated he 
would lodge a complaint with the deputy 
chief of mission, the second-highest ranking 
diplomnt at the embassy. 

Consul-General Tynes, who had been on 
the job about a month, quickly called Sha- 
pira Bar-Or into his office and reprimanded 
him. That was followed on November 12 
with a written reprimand. 

Tynes, who in a later memo acknowl- 
edged that he wanted to change policy in 
the anti-fraud unit, demanded that Shapira 
Bar-Or stop investigating embassy staffers. 

"I will not tolerate an atmosphere of suspi- 
cion and fear in the consular section," 
Tynes, a former OIG officer, wrote in his 
reprimand. "I have never observed such a 
downright counterproductive and morale- 
damaging phenomenon in ray 27 years in 
the foreign service, which includes two 
years as a foreign service inspector with a 
specialty in consular and security matters." 

In the memo, Tynes warned Shapira Bar- 
Or that if he wants to stay in his job he must 
obtain approval before investigating the con- 
duct of foreign service nationals. He said that 
starting November 15, 1993, Shapira Bar-Or 
would be required to submit n list of all 
consular section employees, whether Israelis 
or Americans, “whom you have under inves- 
tigation or suspicion oF mis- or malfeasance 
or any other type of wrongdoing. 

"If you have no one under investigation or 
suspicion, the memo should so state," Tynes 
wrote. "I will consider Mure to include 
names of employees whom you actually sus- 
pect of wrongdoing - or, conversely, investi- 
gation of employees not reported to me by 
weekly memo - to be an act of insubordina- 
tion and grounds for immediate separation." 

The following day, Shapira Bar-Or re- 
sponded, He said all of his actions in the 
embassy were "taken with knowledge of my 
superiors” and that he did not have any 
embassy employee under investigation. But 
he also submitted a letter of complaint sent 
him from the Israel Embalming Service. 

TTie company complained that several em- 
bassy administrators were favoring another 
firm for flying bodies back to the US. 

For Tynes, that letter was the final straw. 

On November 24, he fired Shapira Bar-Or, 
accusing him of using the Israel Embalming 
Services to besmirch an embassy staffer. "I 
can only conclude that you had wished to 
continue creating the same climate of fear, 
apprehension, suspicion and guilt by innu- 
endo which I had told you I would not 
tolerate,” Tynes wrote.

“This decimation of the section con- si 
tributed to serious morale problems and p 
continued short-staffing, problems which » 
have not yet been overcome. While not e 
condoning improper behavior, some mis- c 
sion personnel continue to express unhappi- 
ness with the way management (including j 
the Department) handled the matter. J 

“Numerous foreign service national em- 
ployees were fired and arrested," the report 
’ says. "Progress has been been made but 1 
more needs to be done, particularly on 
warehouse stock levels, housing rentals, 
small purchases and visa issuance.” 

The report says the consular section in 
1990 “established a series of management 
controls within the visa unit.” The OIG 
acknowledged lhat the State Department 
did not specify how the embassy could pre- 
vent a recurrence of the 1989 scandal, but 
instead asked the head of the visa unit to 
devise a system “geared to local needs.” 

The problem, according to the report, is 
that the system which was devised hasn’t 
worked. “The system is thorough, intricate 
and very time-consuming, as it can take up to 
. a quarter of the officer’s day to maintain it," 
the report says. “The new visa unit chief 
should draw upon staff ideas and talents to 
design a different, more efficient method." 

Embassy sources and internal memos 
portray consular officers as being highly 
concerned with the current inspection by 
'• Washington. This has resulted in a furious 
effort by consular staff to tighten proce- 
dure, as well as to ensure that embassy 
„ . Security staffers don’t speak freely to the 

State Department visitors. 1 
The fear has been that Malka, who re- 
placed Elias, would blow the whistle to

Few have any great hopes regarding the 
results of the current OIG investigation. 
Former consul-general Michael Meirmko, 
reached in Washington, played down the 
OIG inspection before he directed the Post 
to the Slate Department spokesman - 
"Inspections arc normal,” he says.

zied pack of riddle-solving sleuths, 

The riddle: Who is the crazy star that 
started with the French woman who is also 
CTazy? The solution is based on a song by 
Yaffa Yarkoni, "Ze Hasod Shell ” (That Is 
My Secret), which is 238 seconds long. It 
was translated from a French song whose 
title is “My Little Crazy One." Razi Barkai, 
whose surname means morning star, was 
hosting the morning program at the time. 

Not all riddles are ns esoteric. Some are 
based on obscure historical knowledge. 
Riddle: Zvi is above her, Nahum is below 
her- The answer, worth NIS 22,500 was 
Golda Meir, whose signature on the Decla- 
ration of Independence is between Zvi 
Lurin and Nahum Nir. 

, "Utilizing one’s creative imagination is 
the key to unlocking my riddles," says a 
tanned and bluc-jean-clad Chamizer, an en- 
trepreneur and former Air Force pilot who 
created the mind-benders "for fun." 

Silver-haired yet youthfully handsome at 
47, Chamizer leans back in his chair, 
smokes another cigarette and speaks ani- 
matedly about his "system.” 

“Imagination Is endless, and everyone 
as it. Since I work by association, no one 
has an advantage - the street deaner and 
the professor have the same chance to win. 
The real issue is how much effort and drive 
you put in. I see it as a mission,” he says. 

As if on cue, he scribbles a riddle for The 
Jerusalem Post's readers. 

Find the famous Palestinian position who 
turned into a capital. Answer: The Jerusa- 
lem Post. Explanation: The Palestine Post 
became The Jerusalem Post. 

jQesperate callers have been known to 
■presort to emotional blackmail: writing, 
calling and faxing at home the people who 
work on the program with all sorts of far- 
flung stories to beg for space on the air. 

Nagging, nagging, all the time they call 
nagging," says Its All Talk coproducer Ye- 
hudlt Tsivion of the callers.

The level of difficulty must be 
forecasted, since he cannot afford for a 
riddle to be solved too quickly. 

Certain riddles receive more attention 
•han others, depending on the controversial 
nature of the subject, the prize money accu- 
mulated and even who solves the nddle. 
Only Chamizer knows the lucrative solu- 
tions. Three million dollars in prize money 
have been awarded to date. 

Chamizer claims coming up with subjects 
and ideas for his riddles is never a problem. 
“Ideas just come. Life is full of ideas, he 
says. "Every riddle has its own story. That s 
the beauty of it.” 

He says his riddles are not solved on the 
basis of innate skill or knowledge but by 
people sitting down to investigate a topic. 
He goes on to claim that since his riddle 
work began, he has probably put more peo- 
ple in the library than any university. 

Chamizer’s puzzle solving has also translat- 
ed into big business for regional tourism. He 
has organized several large-scale- regional 
treasure hunts with Ze’ev Anner, complete 
with maps and his signature riddles to help 
treasure seekers reach the buried prizes in 
such areas as the Negev, the- Golan and Eilat. 

Newspaper supplements that he designs 
feature colorful graphic collages of maps, 
photographs, symbols and clues that help 
lead people to dig for the various buried 
treasures. 

By introducing games and entertainment 
as a marketing tool, Chamizer can work 
with a small budget to create big revenues. 
“The idea," he says, “is to be original." 
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Chamizer’s puzzle solving has also translated 
into big business for regional tourism. He has 
organized several large-scale regional treasure 
hunts with Ze’ev Anner . 


From experience, he knows that original- 
ity is essential for the success of his projects. 
Every challenge or event is designed to grab 
headlines. "Everything I do is in order to 
create a hit," he says. 

Sometimes he is so successful that the 
events get out of hand and Chamizer has to 
tell people they are on the wrong track. 

“It’s something! Thousands of people 
digging in the wrong place. Like antsl" he 
says with the delight of a born showman. 

Chamizer has helped popularize ultra- 


lights, the open-cockpit single-engine light 
aircraft he flies for fun and business. Along 
with a group of fellow former Air Force 
pilots, Chamizer helps run Omni Horizon, 
an aviation center for ultra-lights. In the 
riddles he designed for Channel TVo, dues 
were given against the backdrop of an ultra- 
light emblazoned with his name whizzing by 
in acrobatic maneuvers across the sky. 

Chamizer even succeeded in getting his 
grandmother on the front page of national 
newspapers as well as a place in the Guhiess 


Honk of Israeli Records for flying with him 
in an ultra light at the age of 94. 

T his was not the first lime a member of 
Chamizer’s family was brought into 
one of his projects. 

The riddles and treasure hunts have be- 
come somewhat of a family affair. His el- 
dest son Giora has been both a riddle- 
making partner and rival. The father-son 
pair have worked together extensively, but 
during his army service. Giora served up his 
own riddles for listeners on Army Radio. 

“Giora is very good, even better than 
me,” Chamizer says with pride. 

His brother-in-law, Ido Degani, also 
hosts a riddle -featuring rudio show on Israel 
Radio. A treasure hunt in Ra'anana on 
Independence Day marked his 16 -year-old 
son Amir’s introduction to the world of 
riddle production. 

Chamizer’s notoriety may stem from con- 
cocting intricate riddles, but he says they 
are a small reflection of a philosophy he 
applies in all of his business ventures: mar- 
keting imagination. In his case, it is the 
marketing or his imagination to inspire the 
imagination of others. 

He contrasts the thinking nature of his 
riddles to the mechanical way people are 
used to functioning in society. 

“I think people are running and talking loo 
t much and not flunking enough," lie says. 

> “Everything started with an idea,” he

Though an importer, not a local manufac 
turer, HoUandm is impossible to ignore. It 
runs a chain of six shops, or rather “sleep 
engmeenng centers," as they arc preten- 
tiously called - m Ramat Gan, Tel Aviv 

Jerusalem, Nctanya. Haifa, and in Kiryat 
Malncln adjacent to its warehouses. 

Hollandia, which belongs to Itzhak 
Baresessm and his son Avi, takes the credit 
ror introducing and popularizing the sophis- 
ticated adjustable beds with latex mattress- 
es over the past seven years. Many of its 
imports hail from Holland but others are 
Swiss, Belgian and even American. 

One needn’t buy an entire “sleep sys- 
tem. The CombiSpring mattress from Hol- 
land, a cross between a foam and an inner 
spring mattress, will suit almost any base. 

CombiSpring is a bloc of polyurethane 
toam with vertical holes in it. Metal springs 
are embedded in alternate holes. A heavy- ( 
set person can order one with springs in 
every hole, says Bnrssessat, The traditional 
CombiSpring has n winter side with a wool 
layer under the outer covering, and a sum- 
mer side with cotton. In double-bed size, 
tms costs NIS 2,117 in installments or 
NIS 1,915 in cash. 

A new CombiSpring boasts camel’s hair 
insulation on both sides, for both summer 
and winter, based on the curious logic that 
darnel adapts to extremes of heat and 
oold. Thicker than the original Combi* 
Spring, the new model costs NIS 2,688 with 
installments, NIS 2,419 in cash. 

In beds which tilt electrically or pneumat- 
ically, Hollandia offers the Auping from 
Holland, wiiich has a base of flexible steel 
netting. Also from Europe, there are the 
Belgium ErgoSleep system and the Swiss 
Lattoflex, both with wooden slats and latex 
mattresses. 

From the US, there are Maxwell bases, 
some offering a massage option, with a 
timer In case you fall asleep. Comforight 
latex mattresses are also American. 

Hollandia’s various sleep systems can run 
anywhere from NIS 4,500 to NIS 12,500 
per person. 

The chain offers customers a chance to 
test mattresses using the ErgoCheck system 
- a computer program which allegedly de- 
termined which of several bases and mat- 
is , most su ited to an individual. A 

quilted sheet containing sensors reacts to 
the pressure of body weight at all points on 
tne surface, and this shows up as different 
colors on the screen. 

Only after the computer check, the cus- 
omer learns the brand name and price.

The artist. Max Piacek, like most o his 
sitters, perished at the hands of the Nazis 
after being transferred from Terezm to 
Auschwitz and Oramenburg in 1943. 

Curator Bella Shomer-Zaitchik. who re- 
searched and mounted this (her first) exhi- 
bition, has entitled the show and her illus- 
trated catalog “Double Signature. 

The reason: Placek’s subjects (invariably 
drawn in left profile, at first in pend, later 
with color pencils and touches of color), all 
autographed the drawings; and a number 
responded to the artist’s invitation to add a 
comment. Some wrote little homilies or 
showed off their mastery of Latin. A tew l 
refused to sit altogether. I 

In most cases the curator has been able to 
supply biographical notes to the 70 portraits 
in the exhibition, tt is known, however, that 
Piacek made 550 of these vivid portraits in 
less than eight months, the last one only 10 
days before he was transferred to a death 
camp. 

Among his sitters were composers, musi- 
cians, conductors, directors, artists, physi- 
cians, engineers, economists, philosophers, 
scientists, educators, poets nnd even some 
former German, Austrian and Czech army 
officers who had been decorated in the 
1914-1918 war. The self-taught Piacek had a 
special flair for catching character. 

SomeofPIacek’s models held official po- 
sitions at Terezin, from council members to 
the manager of pest control. One sitter was 
Dr, Fritz Rathenau, the cousin of Walter 
Rathenau, the Gcrman-Jewish foreign min- 
ister murdered by rightists in 1922. The 
cousin enjoyed privileged status at Terezin 
and was one of the survivors. 

FOR ALL its propaganda value and initial 
visits from the Red Cross, Terezin was no 
picnic. Transports came and went but it was 
always horribly overcrowded and rations 
were low. Medical supplies were nil. At any 
given time more than 50,000 Jews were 
crowded into a walled fortress designed to 
hold nearly a tenth of that number under

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A NOTED musician who survived both 
Terezin and Auschwitz, while losing all his 
family, was Karel Ancerl, whom Piacek 
drew on September 1, 1943.

This writer had often listened 
to his recordings without ever suspecting 
that he had gone through hell.

Theodor Pressburger (1894-1944) a for- 
mer senior German officer with a black 
patch over one eye, was not so lucky. He 
had been decorated with the Wuerltemberg 
Golden Cross, but it did not help him. He 
was sent to Auschwitz around the same 
time as Piacek and died there.

AFGHAN CUCUMBER SALAD WITH

This festive salad was inspired by a lint 
course I had at an Afghan restaurant in Paris. 
V A similar salad is made in Iran and is flavored 
pwith dill rather than the Afghan dried mini, 
usually it is made with a very rich yogurt 
resembling sour cream that you can buy at 
Iranian specialty shops, but it’s also delicious

The deep flavor of roasted vegetables 
adds excitement to this summery salad.

Or, if you already have 
cooked asparagus on hand, you can use 
roasted peppers from a jar. This might seem 
to be an Italian recipe, but it is actually an 
American one.

I t is hard to remember, but there 
was a lime when must local restau- 
rateurs insisted that it was impossi- 
ble to present fine kosher food. 

Personally, having a mother who was 
a whiz in the kitchen, I need no proof 
that kosher food can be tasty. As for 
Israel’s restaurant crowd, there have 
been enough chefs who have proved 
that kosher food can be not only deli- 
cious, but also innovative. 

Still, it may not be easy for anyone 
who keeps kosher to find a wide assort- 
ment of good restaurants in Tel Aviv. 

One of the few is Jack's, an eating 
place which ventures into the realm of 
creative cooking with a vengeance. 

The nnibicncc is one of sleek design 
und ultra-modern comfort. 

Wc visited the restaurant recently 
to try their business lunch. Even be- 
fore wc started our meal, we were 
treated to an amuse genie, consisting 
of a tiny sushi, and two liltlc rolls | 
served with pots of goose fat, which is 
far tastier than margarine. 

I opened my meal with ravioli, filled 
with salmon and tarragon. I was pleas- 
antly surprised to find that the pasta 
was not overcooked and that it was 
filled with fresh, rather than smoked, 
salmon.

I t is still hard for Jews to empathize with 
the psychological plight of sons and 
daughters of Holocnust perpetrators, but 
their trauma is renl enough. If we regard 
them from a humanistic perspective we can- 
not dismiss their suffering as insignificant. 

The Collective Silence should contribute 
to our grasp of the human dimension of 
historical issues and enable us to attain a 
belter understanding of contemporary 
problems in general, nnd those pertaining 
to Germany in particular. In this collection 
of well-written, sincere and probing papers 
by German psychologists specializing in 
family therapy, a whole gamut of problems, 
unknown or ignored by us, is brought to our 
attention. 

First nnd foremost, as the title of the 
book suggests, is the conspiracy of silence 
about the Nazi period in both private and 
public spheres. Parents refrain from men- 
tioning the roles they piayed in the Nazi 
regime, and while they arc willing enough 
to speak of the hardships brought about by 
the wHr and its aftermath, they remain si- 
lent about their active participation in the 
Nazi Party. 

When their children discover this, usually 
without the parents' cooperation, a gulf 
opens between them. The children are 
thrust into a conflict between tbc love and 
respect they feel for their parents and the 
realization that these benign human beings 
had willingly participated in the most hor- 
rendous crimes against humanity. The issue 
can never bo discussed openly and the chil- 
dren, compelled to forge their own identity 
and values under such intolerable circum- 
stances, are, in many cases, unable to main- 
tain their psychological equilibrium. Their 
struggle to achieve a sense of self and per- 
sonal wortli as human beings, German na- 
tionals, and their parent’s children is de- 
scribed by (he family therapists who have 
treated them. 

The authors also go one step further by 
probing their own deeds during the Nazi 
era. In tloing so they seek not only to deal 
with their feelings of guilt and shame and to 
gain a better understanding of themselves 
and their society, but also to shake up Qer-

man psychologists, who have adopted an 
apolitical stance, seeking to perform “clas- 
sical” psychoanalyses, without taking ac- 
count of the historical space in which the 
patients and therapists move. One of the 
authors regards this as symptomatic of the 
“Inability to grieve" (one ought rather to 
speak of a refusal to grieve). 

In their self-analysis, the participants 
speak honestly of their days in the Nazi 
youth movement , of their feelings of elation 
and of belonging to the chosen elite, of their 
desire to assume responsibility and their 
infatuation with the Fflhrer. 

TTIERE ARE still those families in which 
the Nazi world view lingers on, though they 
cannot be regarded as Nazi sympathizers. 
Tho theories of racial purity and racial hy- 


giene surface in the emphasis on heredity, 
by which parents ascribe “inherited bad 
character traits" to one of their children. 
The ideals of the Nazi elitist mentality - 
physically tough, morally firm and mental- 
ly supple" - which were supposed to assure 
the state of a disciplined ruling caste, are 
echoed in the attitude of parents. 

They tend to present a picture of them- 
selves as corresponding to these ideals, and 
demand great achievements from their chil- 
dren. The latter are not permitted to chal- 
lenge the validity of their parents' claim to 
be superior human beings which in reality 
they are not , they sense the falseness of it all 
and feel that their parents would prefer to 
see them dead than have them expose their 
fraud, thus creating severe problems which 
may even lead to mental breakdown.

But, the authors of this academic study 
contend, they had no cinematic tradition 
upon which to draw. What they did have was 
the Jewish literary tradition and the experi- 
ence of growing up as Jews in the United 
States of the Thirties and Forties, the Holo- 
caust os a perpetual factor in their conscious- 
ness, and the Jew/Gentile dichotomy. 

The book’s central thesis is that the Jew as 
filmmaker draws on certain traditions in oth- 
er Jewish art forms - humor, the quest for 
social justice nnd life-style trends. These were 
all found in the “bildiingsrmnan” or educa- 
tion novel, a form very much favored by 
Jewish' writers between !the two world wars, 
in which the youthful protagonist moves from 
sheltered “ghetto" existence into the wider' 
world: of antisemitism nnd social Injustice 
almost always in an urban setting; 

These traditions form a unifying bond 
between such seemingly diverse directors as 
Woody Allen, Mel Brooks, Sidney Lumet 
and Paul Mazufaky. .However, different . 


heir films may seem, the underlying thread 
that links Anil Hall, Blazing Saddles, The 
Pawnbroker and Enemies - a Love Story is 
the Jewishness, never mind what form it 
takes, of their directors. 

The only problem with having such a 
thesis is the temptation to make it apply to 
just about anything. So even Murder on the 
Orient Express, Lumet’s 1974 version of the 
Agatha Christie whodunit, has its Jewish 
connection because all the characters are 
guilty and guilt, as we know, is a Jewish 
prerogative.. Or, in a postscript on another 
Jewish director, Mike Nichols’s Working 
Girl with Melanie Griffith and Sigourney 
Weaver Is Interpreted as an allegory of the 
Jewish immigrants at the turn of the century 
finally succeeding in spite of their wrong

THE ONLY Israeli participant, Dan Bar- 
On a psychologist and kibbutz men,* 
has devoted years to the study of ihe oil' 
chology of Holocaust perpetrators and their' 
children. In his study he found that onlv a 
iny percentage of these people confcn 
their deeds or admit their guilt to others 
even m (he face of death. After the war 
they resumed their “normal" life and acted 
outwardly at least, like any other respect: 
able citizen. According to their children’s 
reports, they have never experienced men- 
tal breakdown or showed any signs of moral 
conflict. From among the different theories 
offered as an explanation of this slate of 
affairs, Bar-On espouses the theory of "par- 
adoxical morality”, according to which the 
perpetrators succeed in repressing the 
memories of the atrocities they committed 
by remembering one single instance. This is 
the case of a man who was haunted by the 
eyes of a six-year-old Jewish girl rushing to 
hug him whom he had killed. Such memo- 
nes and the associated guilt feelings, pro- 
viding evidence of their morality, save them 
from confronting the atrocities they have 
committed in their full horror, and from the 
destruction of their sense of a moral self, 
assure them that they do possess human 
feelings after all. 

There is also the Jewish point of view. 
One of the participants, born in Colombia 
to German Jewish parents who emigrated 
during the Nazi era, was returned to Ger- 
many at 16. She regards Germany as her 
home but does not feel at home there. 
Sensing the “posture of envy, jealousy, lack 
of respect, all repressed” towards other 
people, which characterizes the German 
mentality she gets angry with their tendency 
to regard themselves as victims, who played 
no active part in the course of events, a 
recurrent theme in the book. 

The assignment to contribute a chapter 
throws her into a state of emotional tur- 
moil. Among her many soul-searching and 
illuminating remarks she admits to a feeling 
that if she does not deny her roots, her very 
existence may be unpleasant and embar- 
rassing to some people, the more so since 
she is not a member of the Jewish congrega- 
tion. Since she regards herself as German 
and is regarded as such by others, her pres- 
ence forces them to face the awful truth - 
that they destroyed and murdered their own 
countrymen. 

Witli all tiie sympathy one may feel for 
her, she could have avoided these difficul- 
ties by choosing to live in any other country, 
where the past would not have weighed so 
heavily upon her. One cannot but wonder 
about the peculiar nature of the symbiosis 
between the German Jews and their coun- 
try of origin, drawing them to it in spite of 
all the humiliations, hate and destruction 
they experienced there. ■

Three distinguished writers - Hannah 
Arendt, Albert Goldman and Albert

WHILE BRENNER rebelled against reli- 
gious practice, S.Y. Agnon was an obser- 
vant Jew, and his work reflects deep love 
and vast knowledge of tradition, although, 
because of its extraordinary subtlety and 
complexity, he can neve* be offered as an 
apologist for Orthodoxy. Rena Lee, a long- 
time professor of Hebrew literature at 
Queens College in New York, does make 
him an apologist for vegetaria nism - but not 
in a simplistic way. 

Her Agnon Vehatsimhonut ("Agnon and 
Vegetarianism, Studies in the Works of 
S.Y. Agnon from the Vegetarian Stand- 
point"), also published by Reshafim, is a 
thorough and systematic survey of Agnon’s 
works, giving attention to themes such as 
the relation of meal-eating to other carnal 
appetites and the complex symbolic role 
that animals play in his writing. 

Site brings out the connection between 
vegetarianism and Judaism for Agnon, 
claiming that he gradually developed a 
“vegetarian-Tom worldview, in which he 
appears to be following in the footsteps of 
Rabbi Abraham Isaac Kook, whom he ven- 
erated.”

1 lie year l%8 marked a turning point in 
the media’s influence on politics when can- 
didates Nixon and Kennedy debated on 
TV. Nixon looked awful in contrast to Ken- 
nedy’s fresh looks which swayed voters to 
Iiis side. TV hud turned politics into an 
image contest. 

Striving for a good image is not new. 
Abraham Lincoln’s campaign managers re- 
spectfully urged him to grow n heard to 
improve his appearance, which he reluc- 
tantly did, later wryly thanking photogra- 
pher Matthew Brady for the dignified image 
which helped him win his ascension to the 
White House. But it was the content of his 
words which counted above all. 

In 1968 words were subverted by images. 
By 1993 candidates were being sold on TV 
as a product boosted by political ad com- 
mercials as news bites, staged rallies, cam- 
paign safaris. The public, increasingly dis- 
enchanted with politics, became even more 
so after seeing a TV film of Bill Clinton

ESPECIALLY fascinating is the section on 
movies. In contrast to debunking political 
images, movie viewers admire the mythical 
image of classic maverick heroes such as 
cowboy Gary Cooper in High Noon, sophis- 
ticated urban cynic Bogart in Casablanca 
citizen James Stewart in Mr. Smith goes to 
Washington. 

They and current heroes appear as mav- 
ericks willing to sacrifice for the good of 
others, doing right though sometimes with a 
wrong attitude, often through instinct rath- 
er than ideals ns in the movie M'A*S*H 
which combines "a sense of absurdity of 
war with a celebration of the maverick 
hero." Stallone’s hero Rnmbo is John 
Wnync’s soldier hero "recast as primal man 
rising from the mud of Vietnam" rescuing 
POWs by ignoring political-military bu- 
reaucracy. Job done, he walks off alone into 
the sunset. 

Adatto says "n flawed world needs the 
maverick whose status ns insider and outsid- 
er gives him the independence to act, to 
exercise agency where others fail.’’ This is 
why presidential candidates often travel 
with Hollywood stnrs, identifying their own 
images with popular movie archetypes. 
Reagan, himself an ex-movie star, had no 
trouble acting his new role, even using mov- 
ie quotes in speeches. Outsider Ross Perot 
comes off as the familiar loner reviving 
American ideals, playing on the nostalgic 
theme of the virtue and incorruptibility of 
ordinary citizens. 

In Picture Perfect the author doesn't pre- 
sume to cast judgment on our image-con- 
scious culture but explores it and its possi- 
ble consequence to ourselves. The reader 
can reach his own conclusions through the 
book's wealth of material clearly written 
with great insight and unpretentious schol- 
arship. Highly recommended. ■

Feiler attempts to expose the youth of 
Cambridge as callow, self-absorbed, class- 
obscssed and as far from “Brideshead” as 
the American soap Roseanne is from “Mas- 
terpiece Theater.” He tries to give a kind of 
insiders’ catalog to the university: defining 
Yahs (posh kids who pronounce the word 
“yes" with a particular intonation) and 
NARGs (an acronym for Not a Real Gen- 
tleman); devoting chapters to essential 
Cambridge customs such as Rowing, Drink- 
ing and Sharking (referring to the pursuit of 
a member of the opposite sex). But Feiler 
lacks the lightness of touch that such a 
debunking requires. He keeps devolving 
into pompous passages about the narrow- 
mindedness of his fellow students, the 
petty-mindedness of his tutors and the 
backwardness of the domestic arrange- 
ments: He’s outraged that there’s only one 
phone for the college’s undergraduates and 
that there isn’t a shower close to his room. 

Mehta also notes the poor ablutionary 
facilities at his college but adds that "they 
were in the Baliiol tradition of 'plain living 
and high thinking.’ Anyway, I told myself, a 
certain amount of mortification of the flesh 
was a good thing." That is a subtlety - 
taking the university on its own terms, and 
having faith that what has worked for gen- 
erations of undergraduates will work for 
him - that: would never occur to Bruce 
Feiler. But maybe that’s the difference be- 
tween a writer who goes to Oxford with 
hopes of broadening his' mind and one who 
goes to Cambridge with hopes of getting a 
contract to write a book, about, it. . ■

God’s Top Ten

I bis critically acclaimed blockbuster is 
an interesting little work, not much 
more than a series of statements which 
are by now rather cliched, though at 
the time they were quite original. It was the 
first Top Ten list compiled by a god. 

This book has not been critically re- 
viewed since the 11th century (when Rashi 
called it a "ifr |W» 35U3 WUD «”)■ 

It has been reprinted an impressive num- 
ber of times since the first two-tablet edi- 
tion, and translated into a hatful of lan- 
guages, including Hebrew. A sequel later 
increased the 10 chapters to 613. 

The Ten Commandments is as controver- 
sial today as when it first hit the stands. 
Some of the authorship is rather quaint, but 
the philosophical thrust is something of a 
revelation in this post-Cold War era. 

The book starts off nicely. It is a spring 
morning, not far from Eilat. Moses and his 
staff wake up, the birds are twittering, the 
coffee percolating, the sun beats down gent- 
ly, there's not a cloud in the sky. Yet. 
Something possesses the protagonist to put 
on his sandals, take a stroll, stretch his legs, 
He climbs a mountain. Here, the plot gets 
going. He senses he is not alone. He is 
thinking, “What in Heaven's name am I 
doing up here?" Then, a voice from above 
says (sounds like the oldest joke in the 
book, right?): “Moses.” He is startled. 
God, eh? He starts to stammer, but the 
voice cuts him off and launches into the 
monologue that is the crux of the story. 

“Thou shalt have no other gods before 
me," was the Number One-rnnkcd com- 
mandment. Smart move. It was an election 
year, and He needed support from the 
masses. Other deities of the day were con- 
tent to form coalitions and win support 
from the public by spreading the power 
base. Who could resist a list that included 
the highly respected gods of fertility, war, 
wind and moon? The concept of Almighti- 
ness was a gamble. 



THEN THERE was the matter of ineffable- 
ness. The people liked gods they could stroke 
and behold and form into little olivewood 
Incarnations. A Feared One that was out 
there: nobody had ever tried that before. But 
He was a little-known Lord at the time, 
ministering to an obscure min ority out of the 
mainstream, and with this strategy He im- 
proved His portfolio from god to God. (It 
was apparently His idea to spell His Name in 
all Its forms with a capital letter.) 

This Oneness hit the rocks when Elvis hit 
the charts, and thoroughly lost its appeal 
during the height of the Me Generation. 
Fortunately, that was followed by the Him 
Generation, and God bounced back. True, 
there are lots of heroes to worship these 
days, but He is still the Preferred One, 
thanks to an everlastingness that has en- 
dured since day one.

The fifth commandment is interesting in 
that it characterizes God as British, with its 
archaic spelling of "Honour. At least, 
that’s how it appears in my autographed, 
unabridged copy. This commandment, 
which, significantly, is the last one on the 
first tablet, spawned the Generation Gap. 

It also proved to be to feminists what The 
Satanic Verses is to Moslems. Perhaps, you 
recall the angry demonstrations in San 
Sisco when The Ten Commandme^. 
- first came out. A group of hard-core Deu- 
terouomists responded by publishing the 


California Sanctification (also known as the 
Cali fornication), with its revisionist fifth, 
"Honor thy parental unit.” » 

The next edict is a coni rover sial one. M 
“Thou shalt not kill." Aw, gimme a break. J| 
This commandment ought to be taken out 
and shot. Or at least subtitled: “Thou shall 
doeth as I sayeth, not ns I doeth." I mean, 
who killed Pharaoh’s soldiers? God. The 
Philistines? God. The ram? God. The Sod- 
omites and Gomorrailes? God. Who in- 
vented AIDS? For that matter, who gave 
every living thing built-in obsolescence? 

God, God, God. 

He has some nerve. 

The writer, or rather Writer, becomes 
rather economical with the details here. Not 
kill what? And to what consequences? If l 
drive over an ant on the Ayalon will I be 
spanked, jailed, electrocuted? 

“Thou shalt not commit adultery." This 
one would be redundant had he created 
every woman in the image of my wife. 

“Thou shalt not steal.” This is my favorite 
part. The book’s credibility really improves at 
this point, as its moral message reaches a 
heart-thumping crescendo. The paucity of 
verbiage, the bold, simplistic style, give this 
commandment a subtle eloquence that leaps 
out as the vital dement of the book’s credo. 
Any reader who has had a pencil stolen, or a 
wallet, or a hubcap, will fling a fist in the air 
and yawp kudos to this literary gem. It was 
this tempestuous passage that vaulted Chari- 
ton Heston to stardom. 

What follows is a bit of comic relief, an airy 
little chapter about bearing false witness, 
something else not to be done at risk of 
getting the Almighty’s Irish up. I grinned 
reading it the first time, and verily chuckled 
the second time. Aesop based his funniest 
parable on this, The Cockroach and the 
Shoe, in which a chocolate rogolach starts a 
rumor that the cockroach has been at the 
brown shoe-polish. A wry little interlude, 
this, and it sets up the denouement perfectly. 

The ending preys upon our most baric 
instinct, to want. To have a Subaru, to covet 
thy neighbor’s Pontiac: that is what life is all 
about. The rest of the commandments, by 
comparison, are mere commentary. 

Mankind never got this far in the book, 
consigning the sin of coveting to a peccadil- 
i lo of the last degree. Our courts are so busy 
with stealers, killers, adulterers, Shabbos- | 
breakers and suchlike, that coveters are let :
